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T he Poor Boys Tour has become one of the highlights of my year, 
and we had an excellent turnout for the latest running, which you 
can read about starting on pi 46. This C&SC tradition began more 
than 20 years ago with a trip to Wales, and has so far taken in - among 
others - Devon, the Cotswolds, the New Forest, Norfolk, northern 
France and the WW1 battlefields of Belgium. On occasions, there has 
also been a competitive side: Martin Port and James Elliott still recount 
the Batde of Prescott, at which the former (Porsche 912) pipped the 
latter (Triumph 2000) by mere fractions of a second. 

Then there are the various mechanical failures: the endless push- 
starting of Graeme Hurst’s Citroen Traction Avant en route to Le Mans, 
Buckley’s distributor problems this year, and the trip to Loton Park that 
had cars dropping like flies. Of those who started out (and did both days), 
only Elliott and Alastair Clements returned under their cars’ own power. 

On every one of them, however, the entertainment has far outweighed 
the obstacles. Even if we try to do them in the autumn, when everyone’s 
diaries should, in theory, be a bit more clear, it can still be a real chore to 
get enough of the fleet together. It’s always worth it, though. Bumbling 
along in an Our classics convoy is a simple pleasure, but a brilliantly 
therapeutic one nonetheless. JAMES PAGE

RM Sotheby’s claimed the highest 
auction price of the year in style 
at Sotheby’s New York HQ on 
10 December when the ex-Juan 
Manuel Fangio Ferrari 290MM 
made $28,050,000 (£18,527,019). 
After 1 1 years in the ownership of 
a UK collector, the ex-works 1956 
Mille Miglia sports-racer pushed 
Artcurial’s ex-Baillon collection 
‘barn-find’ Ferrari 250 California 
(£12,114,400) off the top slot, 
which it had held since Retro- 
mobile in February. The well- 
known vendor had played the 
market brilliantly, and has already 
invested in another historic Ferrari. 

But the biggest surprise of 
the evening was the $1,760,000 
(£1,162,479) that was paid for the 
ex-Janis Joplin 1964 Porsche 356C 
Cabriolet. Even movie star Sharon 
Stone was enthused to tweet about 
the sale. The pre-auction estimate 
of $400,000 was quickly blitzed in 
a determined bidding contest 
between collectors in the room 
and on the phone. The ‘Queen of 
psychedelic soul’ purchased the 


famous 356 from Beverly Hills 
dealer Estes-Zipper for $3500 in 
1968, but the original Dolphin 
Grey finish soon became a mobile 
canvas for roadie Dave Richards. 
The famous The History of Universe 
paint job became a familiar sight 
around the Bay Area until Joplin’s 
premature death, aged just 27 on 
4 October 1970. 

The Porsche was eventually 
retrieved from storage in 1 973 , and 
the wild paint scheme removed for 
a return to grey, before continued 
use by Joplin’s brother and sister. 
In the early 1990s, the body mural 
was replicated by a pair of Denver 
artists who meticulously copied

Richards’ original design from 
photographs. For the past 20 years, 
the Porsche has been a star exhibit 
in the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
Museum in Cleveland. 

“The price has all the hallmarks 
of pop memorabilia, and the under-

lying car has little to do with the 
value,” said Simon Kidston of 
K500. “It was the same with Steve 
McQueen’s 911 turbo.” 

Big money was expected for one 
of the finest Aston Martin DB4GT 
Zagatos out of the 19 lightweight 
beauties built, and chassis 0186 
didn’t disappoint at $14,300,000 
(£9,445,147). After many years in 
Australia - plus a recent restoration 
to concours condition by specialist 
RS Williams and Carrozzeria 
Zagato - ‘0186’ now holds the 
auction record for a British car. 

Other benchmark prices 
included $2,420,000 (£1,598,409) 
for a 1972 Lamborghini Miura 
P400CV that was fresh from a 
rebuild in Italy overseen by former 
factory test-driver Valentino 
Balboni. Proof that the market for 
pre-war greats remains as strong as 
ever for the right example was 
underlined by the $3,740,000 
(£2,470,269) paid for the magnifi- 
cent 1933 Pierce-Arrow Silver 
Arrow, one of the three survivors of 
five streamlined show cars built. 
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Fangio's 300SLR was loaned by museum

Germans showcase famous racers 


The Essen Motor Show hosted a 
number of classic celebrations from 
28 November-6 December. The 
main themes were 65 years of the 
Formula One World Champion- 
ship, 100 years of BMW, 50 of 
Alpina, and - to tie in with Spectre 
- the cars of James Bond. 

Organisers gathered an impres- 
sive set of Grand Prix cars to mark 
the anniversary of the drivers’ title, 
the first of which was won in 1950 


by Giuseppe Farina. They ranged 
from a Maserati 4CLT to Lewis 
Hamilton’s 2015 Mercedes W06. 
Ferrari, Lotus and Renault were 
represented, as was March via a 
701 - the Bicester company’s first 
Formula One design. 

BMW marks its centenary in 
2016, but Essen got there a few 
weeks early via a 328 diorama that 
evoked the 1936 Eifelrennen. 
Mercedes, meanwhile, loaned the 


300SLR in which Juan Manuel 
Fangio finished second on the 1955 
Mille Miglia. The Argentine great, 
driving solo and with ‘658’ suffer- 
ing from a misfire, came in behind 
team-mate Stirling Moss. 

Alongside the inevitable DB5 
that the James Bond Club 
Deutschland had on display, Aston 
Martin was showcased via the one- 
off 2013 Zagato shooting brake, 
which was based on a Virage.

OBITUARY 


GUY BUCKINGHAM b 1921 

Best known for his contribution to developing Australian motorsport 
and founding the Nota marque, Buckingham began his career in the UK 
as a contemporary of Colin Chapman and Len Terry. He acted as Midlands 
Secretary for the 750 Motor Club throughout the 1950s - a vibrant time 
for the organisation - but emigrated to Australia with his family. 

With financial assistance from a relative, Buckingham was able 
to open a service station, where he produced replicas of his Arnold- 
Buckingham special. He also built a series of further cars with Jack 
Wiffen, including a Ford Consul-engined Formule Libre single-seater 
and a 500cc 'bike-engined Formula Three racer. He ended up constructing 
about 300 cars of various designs under the Nota banner. 

Buckingham was instrumental in laying out the Oran Park circuit, 

and is credited 
with introducing 
the Formula Vee 
category to 
Australia. He 
returned to England 
in the 1970s, but his 
plans to bring Nota 
to the UK came to 
nothing. After 
dabbling once more 
with the 750MC, his 
attention switched 
to other interests, 
such as aircraft and 
playing jazz trumpet.

Federation update

The FIA is widely known as the governing body 
of the FI World Championship and other events. 
Less familiar, perhaps, to many readers will be 
its International Historic Commission, which is 
a global network with an important interest in 
classic vehicles. I represent the Federation Internationale des Vehicules 
Anciens (FIVA) in the FIA commission and I am chairman of the Legislation 
Working Party. Within the world of political lobbying, size matters and the 
ability to demonstrate that an organisation represents a material group 
of enthusiasts is critical. 

At our recent meeting, we 
considered various topics, 
including REACH, which is the 
2007 EU Directive governing 
the registration, evaluation and 
authorisation of chemicals. You 
may ask what this has to do with 
historic vehicles, but the legislation 
has the potential to impact 
chemicals and processes that may 
be deemed to be a threat to health or the environment. 

We also considered urban mobility and the need to ensure that historic 
vehicles are not adversely affected by restrictions applied to Low, and 
Ultra Low, Emission Zones. Basically, the news is positive because it is 
generally recognised that the impact of classics in cities is small, so we 
are confident of obtaining appropriate exemptions. In essence, all of this 
work is focused on keeping yesterday's vehicles on tomorrow's roads.

STORMS FAIL TO HALT RALLY ACES 


Andy Lane and Iain Tullie claimed 
victory on Le Jog, which took place 
from 5-8 December. The Volvo 
123GT crew led home the PV544 
of Dan Willan and Martyn Taylor, 
and was one of three to achieve 
Gold Medal status. Stephen 
Owens/Nick Bloxham (Porsche 
911) and Simon Mellings /Richard 
Crozier (Rover 2 16S) did likewise. 

The 66-car entry tackled a route 
by Clerk of the Course Guy Wood- 
cock and assistant Graham Dance, 
who both drew praise for coping 
with problems including the 
closure of the Forth Road Bridge. 

Strong winds greeted competi- 
tors at Land’s End, with Bob and 
Sue McLean leading off at 7:30am 
in their Rover P4. The first morn- 
ing took crews out of Cornwall, 
before they headed north to a halt 
at Chepstow and a complex leg at 
Caerwent Military Complex. As 
the field tackled the lanes through 
mid Wales, Lane/Tullie started to 
assert their authority on proceed- 
ings. Along with Mellings/Crozier, 
they were the only ones to clean the 
first Time Control section. 

The testing conditions persisted 
as the route crossed the Pennines, 



with Tim Lawrence and Alan Pettit 
having to push their MGB out of a 
waterlogged section, before an 
overnight stop at Slaley Hall. 

The final part of the event was 
based on the east coast of Scotland, 
with Dance putting in two testing 
controls that led to many crews 
dropping time. Lane and Tullie 
held on, despite being pushed hard 
all the way by Willan/Taylor. 

Owens, meanwhile, was locked 
in a battle for the season-long 
HERO Cup with Paul Crosby. 
Each helped the other to stay in the 
rally - Owens lending Crosby a 
clutch cable, with Paul later return- 
ing the favour by replacing the coil 
on Owens’ 91 1. In the end, Crosby 
won by a single point.

Ex-works 924 
to be restored

LOST a FOUND MICHAEL WARE'S CLASSIC DISCOVERIES 



A MARATHON RESTORATION AWAITS 



An historically interest- 
ing MGB that (other 
than a couple of uncon- 
firmed reports) hadn’t 
been seen for 45 years 
has been rediscovered 
in a breaker’s yard. 

UMD 534F was one 
of only three sports cars 
to finish the 1 968 London- 
Sydney Marathon (coming 
42 nd out of the 55 finishers), driven 
by Jean Denton and Tom Boyce. 
The latter had prepared the car 
with Tony Denton, Pete Smith and 
support from the factory. 

Designed ‘to raise the spirits of 
the country’, the event was devised 
by Sir Max Aitken of the Daily 
Express over a lunch with Jocelyn 
Stevens and Tommy Sopwith. It 
attracted a great deal of publicity, 
with 1 00 entries including works 
teams and privateers. 

Despite assistance from the 
Special Tuning Department at 
Abingdon, UMD 534F was tech- 
nically a private entry. It was 
sponsored by Nova magazine, 
which was billed as being for ‘a new 
kind of woman’, although it’s often 
said that there were more male 
readers than female ones! 

After the rally, UMD 534F 
disappeared, although it is believed 
to have been on the south coast 
during the early 1990s. 

It recently turned up in a South- 
ampton scrapyard, an employee 
having spotted the London- 


Sydney badge on the 
dashboard and contacted 
the MG Car Club. 
MGB Register chair- 
man, John Watson, 
went with a number of 
other people to view 
the B and, although it 
appeared to be in poor 
condition, it still featured 
an amazing number of modifi- 
cations from the Marathon. 

The Register bought the car and 
- with the help of British Motor 
Heritage and Bicester College’s 
motorsport students, supporting 
the FBHVC’s apprenticeship 
scheme - plans to restore it to Mara- 
thon rally spec. The 
MG will take part in 
the 50th anniversary 
celebrations in 2018, 
and last May appeared 
at the Marathon event 
at Gaydon, where it 
caused great interest. 

Jean Denton, who 
died in 2001 at the age 
of 65, had an extraor- 
dinary career. Besides 
being a professional 
racing and rally driver 
for a few years, she also 
rose to the top in the 
motor industry before 
going on to become a 
director of a number of 
Government bodies. 

She was made a life 
peer in ’91, becoming 


Baroness Denton of 
Wakefield and was 
later appointed as 
Parliamentary Under 
Secretary of State at 
the Department of 
Trade and Industry, 
which was then headed 
by Michael Heseltine. 

Tom Boyce died in 
September 2015, but 
not before he’d given 
the club a lot of information about 
the car. Pete Smith, meanwhile, 
came forward after hearing about it 
and will be an advisor to the project.

The site is home to more than 
3000 vehicles dating back to the 
1920s, but it's an operational facility 
and also dismantles newer models. 
The place is fairly orderly, with cars 
mostly placed in neat rows according 
to make - older marques tending to 
be at the far end of the field. 

Unsurprisingly, Holden plus 
Australian Fords and Chryslers 


feature heavily. 

There is also a good 
collection of 1950s 
and 1960s Austins, 
as well as Standards, 
many Toyotas and 
Datsuns from the 
1960s and 70s, and 
various pre-war 
American makes. 

Stockdale reckons 
that the collection is 
comparable to the famous Floropito 
wrecker's yard - which is also known 
as Smash Palace - in the central part 
of New Zealand's North Island. 

While most of the hulks are fairly 


recognisable, unusual cars include 
1950s Skodas and Fiats, Simcas, 
Toyota Crown and Ford Zephyr utes, 
a few early Mitsubishis, plus a Lloyd, 
a Flonda Z600 and a Renault Prairie. 



Trumpf needs extensive restoration 

Adler is only

Andy Jones recently acquired an 
Adler Trumpf four-seater cabrio 
from an acquaintance of his 
father. Apparently, the chap was 
well known for hoarding and 
even had a twin-boom Vampire 
jet fuselage in his back garden.

David said: “A few feet from it is a 
1927 Austin Seven saloon, which 
has been waiting 30 years, too. The 
blue Mini beside it is a 1959 car, but 
that has been there for only 2 0 years. 
I have now reached retirement age, 
so things might move a bit quicker.” 

To give him his due, Wall spent a 
long time restoring a Tiger Moth, 
G ADN2. The biplane has given 
him more than 600 hours of fun 
since it was completed.

Eclectic stash includes oddities 


Ian Hellings of Illinois collects 
microcars and invalid carriages - 
both powered and unpowered - as 
well as other vehicles. One of these 
was previously written about in this 
section of C&SC in October 2003. 

Built by Crowborough Engi- 
neering of Newton Aycliffe, the 
diminutive wood and aluminium 
Curlew coupe was first registered 
in May 1950. Sadly, it was never fully 
developed because money ran out. 

The only one made was stored 
by one of the backers, Kit Calvert, 
until his death in 1985. It was later 


sold by Tennants Auctioneers, 
going to a microcar enthusiast who, 
because of a move to France, subse- 
quently passed the car to Hellings. 

Elsewhere in the collection, an 
unrestored 1955 (pre-BMW) Iso 
Isetta is awaiting attention, and 
there is an ingenious, William 
Towns-designed, Mini-engined 
Elswick Envoy. This was able to 
accommodate a driver seated in a 
wheelchair but never caught on. 

In another shed are larger cars, 
all of which are awaiting restora- 
tion. Among them, there’s a 1952 


Hillman Minx and a 1 95 1 Rover P4 
‘Cyclops’ (both Australian-built), 
with a ’52 Rover alongside. Tucked 
behind a Humber Imperial and 
Super Snipe is a ’53 Packard, while 
there is also a partly dismantled 
Austin-Healey Sprite plus a 1942 
Packard 120 that looks complete. 
A desirable Riley RMD drophead 
rests near a beige Austin Princess R 
and a Borgward Isabella. 

The most unusual cars are a 1 9 1 5 
and a 1917 Metz. These combined 
friction- and chain-drive and used 
the slogan: ‘A speed for every need.’

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FROM THE COCKPIT 


T here’s been talk in recent years of 
a film script inspired by the life of 
Helle Nice (see pi 14), but contem- 
porary racer Violette Morris, who 
was referred to as ‘the hyena of the 
Gestapo’, would make a more shocking subject. 

Regularly mistaken for a man due to her 
physique, masculine suited style and signature 
elope au bee (cigarette habitually hanging from the 
bottom lip), Morris was a one-off. In contrast to 
the glamorous Bugatti Queen Nice, this tough 
personality would go to amazing lengths to be 
competitive. When motor racing became a 
passion, she resorted to a double mastectomy 
just to provide more room in the cockpit. 

Born in 1893, the youngest of six sisters, 
Morris spent her formative years in a convent 
where she developed tomboy characteristics and 
excelled at sports - boxing, javelin and weight- 
lifting in particular. ‘Anything a man can do, 
Violette can do’ was her determined motto. 

When Morris’ husband was enlisted during 
WW1, she also signed up, first as motorcycle 
dispatch rider. Later, after taking lessons, she 
became an ambulance driver with the Red Cross 
through the harrowing Verdun battlefields on 
the Western Front. Only an illness forced her to 
return to Paris to recover. 

When the hostilities ceased, Morris focused 
again on athletics and, aged 27, she shone at the 
1921 Women’s World Games in Paris, winning 
gold in the javelin and shot-put. The following 
year, she took the shot silver in Monte-Carlo. 

Racing soon attracted Morris, first cycling, 
and then motorsport after a sponsor saw the 
publicity potential of a female entrant in the Bol 
d’Or, the premier cyclecar contest. Driving a 
loaned Benjamin in 1922, Morris surprised all of 
her critics with a fourth place and fastest lap 
around the St-Germain forest road course. This 
proved no fluke, because the next year she won 
the challenging Paris-Pyrenees-Paris Rally 
followed by more circuit success for Benjamin. 

With an intimidating build - her muscular 
thighs and broad shoulders put most male rivals 
to shame - Morris cut an unsettling path through 
the sport and entertainment worlds of pre-WW2 
Paris. A keen boxer, she was not intimidated by 
anyone, both on and off the field. She smoked a 
shocking three packets of American cigarettes a 
day, while her brazen sartorial style, bisexuality

and indiscretions in changing rooms all eventu- 
ally led to her exclusion from athletics. 

In the late ’20s, Morris focused on motoring 
and opened an accessory shop in Paris where she 
specialised in BNC cyclecars. Looking as if she’d 
walked straight out of a Brassai photograph, her 
outrageous persona made her a popular figure 
with risque Parisian society where friends 
included dancer Josephine Baker. Morris’ appeal 
against the French Women’s Athletic Federa- 
tion’s refusal to renew her licence collapsed in 
court and, frustrated, she was tempted to join the 
Nazi security service (, Sicherheitsdienst ). At the 
behest of Adolf Hitler, Morris even received a 
VIP invitation to the ’36 Berlin Olympics where 
she was awarded a medal from the authorities 
in recognition of her sporting achievements. 

While continuing to compete with BNC and 
later Georges Irat sports cars, Morris became 
deeply involved with the Nazi party. Despairing 
of bourgeois politics at home, she enlisted as a 
spy for the Sicherheitsdienst and is said to have 
leaked details of the Maginot Line, plans for the 
Renault-Somuna tank, and lists of key telephone 
exchanges across France. 

When Paris fell in 1 940, Morris was spotted at 
the notorious Gestapo headquarters in Rue 
Lauriston, and operated on the black market 
where her driving skills and persuasive muscle 
were revered by the French underworld. 

Morris made no secret of her affiliations with 
the Nazis and was quickly promoted within the 
Gestapo. She soon became a key 
target for the Resistance, being 
known for her ruthless tactics and 
brutal interrogations. It’s believed 
that Morris played a key role in 
uncovering the English network, 
including the capture of Bugatti ace 
William Grover Williams and 
French racing hero Robert Benoist. 

Such was Morris’ reputation, an 
operation was organised to elimi- 
nate the traitor. On 26 April 1944, 
her supercharged Citroen Light 1 5 
was ambushed by a Normandy 
Resistance group, and she died after 
machine-gun fire strafed the body- 
work. A dramatic end to a life that 
even Quentin Tarantino might 
regard as too far-fetched.

I am officially in mourning for the C&SC 
workshop, which is to be razed to the 
ground following our big office move out 
of Teddington Studios - now to become 
luxury riverside homes - and into Twicken- 
ham. My grief might seem strange because we 
were only in the Studios for a decade, and we 
didn’t even have the workshop for all of that, but 
it is very real. Oddly, the garage was created for 
motorcycle mag Two Wheels Only. It had asked 
for somewhere to fettle ’bikes, so an outbuilding 
was magically converted for its exclusive use. 

When TWO vanished, the C&SC vultures 
(Port and myself, plus then-publisher Stuart 
Forrest) ‘occupied’ the 
oddly shaped space 
that we so coveted. 

The blagmeister (Port) 
kitted it out and we 
were in business. And 
for some of us every- 
thing changed that 
day. With the right 
tools and facilities on the doorstep, we could do 
so much more work on our cars, which meant 
that we could use them a lot more. Also, by doing 
everything ourselves, we lost a lot of blood, but 
we saved a fortune. . . to spend on more classics. 

Everyone on the team has fond and not so fond 
memories of that workshop (somewhere in the 
rubble remains a bit of one of my fingers). On the 
plus side, no one (quite) died, many vehicles were 
kept running, engines and ’boxes were swapped 
and rebuilt, skills were learnt, banter was banted 
and a bunch of desk jockeys spent hours living 
their dream of being proper mechanics. 

In the course of working on Our classics in that 
little shed, we each had flashes of inspiration, 
moments of genius and protracted bouts of 
depression and insanity. Among myriad other 
vital life lessons, we discovered that trolley jacks 
don’t work at 90°, that one Alfa Romeo coil can 
bend four spring compressors, that the right way 
to do something only emerges after every wrong 
way has been exhausted, and that XK1 50 engines 
don’t “just slide into place” like they’re meant to. 

More than anything, however, we have learnt 
what a great bunch of proper enthusiasts we work 
with. Sure, there were plenty of tool- throwing 
disagreements, but for the most part it was like a 
big team-building exercise, galvanising C&SC 


like nothing else. There were immensely uplift- 
ing occasions when everyone would pile into a 
job to keep their colleague on the road, or times 
of empathy when you knew that just standing 
there in silent moral support was what the situa- 
tion needed. Best of all, when a tricky job that 
was the difference between getting home that 
night or not (we were habitually overambitious 
with our lunch-hours and usually without a Plan 
B) had overrun, Evans would appear with a 
steaming hot cuppa. I will miss them all. 

Truth be told, we became pretty efficient at 
achieving a lot in just 60 mins. Port perfected the 
912 pitstop: engine dropped, fiddled with and 
replaced in well under 
an hour, while Graeme 
Hurst mastered the art 
of helping in his own 
considered style. This 
entailed turning up 
when the lunch-hour 
was virtually over and 
looking on urbanely 
while eating pasta delicacies out of Tupperware. 
The alternative South African method of assis- 
tance came from Rob Pittaway: applying heat. 

As Haymarket quit its former HQ overlooking 
Teddington Lock, the last thing to leave the site 
was my Triumph, which darted out of the garage 
like a gazelle breaking cover and weaved between 
frantic removal and demolition men. 

The previous week, Port, Page and myself had 
enjoyed one last day of pretending to be real 
men. We hired a van, scattered Styrofoam cups 
and red-tops over the dash and stripped the shed 
of all the kit we could salvage before stashing it in 
a lock-up and then heading “darn the caff’ for

more dubious impressions of Dick van Dyke. 

We half-inched the fixtures because we retain 
a vain hope of finding a replacement workshop. 
Sadly, being on the fringes of London, where 
garages are marketed as bijou £1000-a-month 
flats and every railway arch is filled by a hipster 
coffee bar, this looks unlikely unless a guardian 
angel comes to the aid of a few boracic hobbyists. 

Joni Mitchell was wrong: when it comes to the 
defunct C&SC workshop - or paradise as I now 
think of it - we knew exactly what we had when 
we actually had it, thanks very much,

I n the good old days, if you wanted to buy a 
car you turned to the back of your favourite 
magazine and went through ‘the smalls’ - 
the classified advertising. The more 
successful publications had reams of this 
stuff, magical prospects coming off the page that 
offered in a few brief lines a Type 3 5 Bugatti for 
£215, an Allard K1 for £85, a three-year-old 
ex-works C-type Jaguar for £1 150. 

Most magazines just had grey slabs of tiny 
type. The Autocar in the 1930s and ’50s often ran 
to 80 pages of it, alphabetically by manufacturer. 
Others might include little matchbox-sized 
pictures. Then the better dealers began to book 
quarter- and half-page display panels to list their 
stock, although the downmarket operators still 
bought three lines at a shilling a line and sold at 
the kerbside, with a wodge of ratty fivers chang- 
ing hands over a half of mild in the pub opposite. 

It’s all rather more polished now. For one 
thing, you can’t get an ex-works C-type for 
£1150 any more. Also, magazines such as Classic 
& Sports Car are far better printed, with high-res 
photo reproduction on shiny paper. 

We still carry classifieds, of course, but anyone 
can take a picture on a phone now, so most of 
them are illustrated. Meanwhile the bomb-site 
Berts with their halves of mild are now smart 
entrepreneurs with expensive shirts, classy 
emporia and glittering stock-lists. 

Their adverts, beautifully spread over one, 
two or more pages, are a richer source of dreams 
than ever. When a vendor wants a very expensive 
car to look as if it’s worth every penny of Price 
On Application, he can do the job with fine 
photography, an artistic layout and copy that 
really does describe the car. 

But unfortunately too many still fall back on 
car traders’ adjectives such as exceptional , unmo- 
lested , outstanding or that cliched perennial 
stunning. , which actually means it renders you 
unconscious. They may also select phrases such 
as matching numbers, all tools and hooks, wonderfully 
patinated , or the current favourite to describe a 
car that may be in urgent need of much expendi- 
ture, superb oily rag car. I once bought a Porsche 
928 that was listed as ‘one owner, very low mile- 
age’. This description turned out to be entirely 
true because its one owner had left it parked, 
deteriorating quietly, while he was detained at 
Her Majesty’s Pleasure. 


For the most expensive vehicles, sometimes a 
one-off brochure is printed, following the lead 
of estate agents selling upmarket properties. 
When the magazine advertisement brings in 
enquiries, the response is a handsome publica- 
tion of 1 2 , 1 6 or even more pages, full of the car’s 
pedigree and some more gleaming photographs 
and flowery prose. The best of these are very 
nicely done, and may even be hardback. They 
are worth keeping, and dreamers who can 
persuade dealers that they are likely prospects 
hoard them, just as small boys used to get cata- 
logues off motor show stands by saying that 


they’d try to persuade Daddy to buy a Jaguar. 

Now there is an even grander departure: the 
sales movie. I was first aware of it from some of 
the brasher auction houses, which would e-mail 
a clumsy video made with a hand-held camera, 
accompanied by a voice-over that hit you 
between the ears like the patter of a hearty snake- 
oil salesman. They’re getting much better now; 
but nothing can approach the polish, creativity 
and brilliant direction of Simon Kidston’s efforts. 

Much of Simon’s business, which is based in 
Switzerland, involves tactfully putting a willing 
buyer in touch with a willing seller of an astro- 
nomically valuable car. Said car may never 
overtly be put on sale. In the case of the 
ex-Giuseppe Campari 1932 Alfa Romeo 8C, one 
shudders to think how much the price might be, 
but it’s evidently worth Simon and his team 
producing a tiny masterpiece of lyricism, style 
and panache, extremely expensively shot with 
vistas, aerial drones, on-board cameras and a 
masterly soundtrack. There are two stars: the 
car, of course, and Jochen Mass, who has been 
excellently cast as the burly Giuseppe. 

Almost all of us can only ever fantasise about 
owning this car. But, accompanied by Turandods 
most famous aria - to remind us that Campari 
was also an opera singer - it makes up four 
minutes of the loveliest aural and visual experi- 
ence I’ve seen in ages.

W ould you like to see some chil- 
dren’s car books? If that sounds 
like an unsavoury invitation from 
a 1970s public information film 
about the dangers of getting into 
a Mk3 Cortina estate with a stranger, it’s not 
meant to. No, it just so happens that I do have a 
large collection of ’60s and ’70s childrens’ books 
about the wonderful and exciting world of cars. 
This is the sort of colourful stuff that I remem- 
ber from when I was a child - books possessed of 
the sort of innocence and charm that would 
probably make today’s 
kids snigger, but which 
40 or 50 years on have 
a connection with 
ordinary life at the 
time that is irresistible. 

At first, I wanted to 
find all my old Lady- 
bird books. Not just the straightforward 
‘recognition’ ones (the 1970s versions of which 
have a remarkable number of cars that I have 
actually owned) but also classics such as The Car 
Makers and particularly The Story of the Motor 
Car. Somehow, the illustrations from that are 
indelibly imprinted upon my memory but, even 
in the early 1970s, the latter’s cheerful depiction 
of ‘modern motoring’ looked so dated that it 
might as well have come from another century. 

There is, of course, a world beyond Ladybird 
of larger- format titles with fat cardboard pages 
that little chubby digits could negotiate and 
scribble on or you could dribble over. I have 
amassed 10 or 15 of these from shows and car- 
boot sales. I don’t believe that I had any of them 
when I was a nipper, but they have the right feel 
about them. In fact, I reckon that I progressed so 
quickly to reading the Daily Mail Motor Show 
Review and then Car that I missed out swathes of 
kids’ books that I am now catching up on. 

One of my favourites of this genre is A Picture 
Book of Motor Cars , which I have just realised was 
printed in Tokyo. That probably explains the 
mixed cultural messages that it contains in the 
illustrations. The first page, for instance, depicts 
a happy European family out for a country drive 
in a right-hand-drive, late- ’5 0s Ford Fairlane 
(the book was printed in 1968) on what would 
appear to be English plates, while the landscape 
looks distinctly American Mid West.

Another highlight is the little spotter’s guide 
by Orbit. Sports Cars (book one) has a cover with 
probably the worst picture of an E-type that 
I have ever seen. It goes on to depict 1 5 other 
similarly poorly sketched roadsters of the early 
’60s, several of which had long since left produc- 
tion by the time the book was published. 

To be fair, maybe cars are just difficult to draw. 
The artist responsible for the illustrations in 
All On Wheels does a mean London bus or Scarab 
‘Mechanical Horse’, but struggles with what 
I assume is supposed to be a Park Ward Bentley 
SI Continental on the front cover. Not only 
does it look as if it is about to be crushed (or over- 
taken) by a road roller, but its occupants are 
improbably dressed in loud sports jackets. 

The copy that goes with the pictures in these 


mini-masterpieces ranges from the basic - as in 
See The Big Cars , in which a Rolls-Royce Phan- 
tom V is called simply a ‘Saloon Car’, a Mkl 
Escort a ‘Family Car’ and a Bond Bug, rather 
anachronistically, a ‘Bubble Car’ - to the surpris- 
ingly sophisticated. For instance, About a Motor 
Car (authored by the improbably named Phyllis 
Ladyman) goes into good wholesome detail 
about how an automobile works - crankshafts, 
distributors, the lot - and I suspect may have been 
given out to learner drivers in the 1950s and ’60s. 

The much larger Motor Cars of the World has 



the feel of something that I might have found in 
the school library on a rainy Tuesday lunchtime. 
It mixes scholarly text with exotic mid-1960s 
visual subjects: Mercedes-Benz W1 1 1 cabriolet, 
Lancia Flaminia Zagato, Maserati 5000GT (the 
Aga Khan car, in fact, although it is not described 
as such). Plus, there’s the inevitable Silver Cloud 
‘adaptation’ drophead that it seems nobody 
putting together one of these publications in the 
1960s could resist. No wonder I have always 
been so obsessed with them. 

Strangely, the worse the illustrations - and 
these books have to use illustrations and not 
photographs to hold any appeal for me - the 
‘better’ they are. Dean 's Pop-up Book of Motor Cars 
features a horribly disfigured representation of 
(yes) a Rolls-Royce Silver Cloud on the front 
cover. It possibly also gets the prize for the daft- 
est copy inside, with lines such as: ‘Here is a 
Daimler double-decker bus overtaking a red 
MG... they look as though they are having a 
race. I wonder who will win? ’ 

If I’d read that dialogue out to either of my 
kids, they would probably have punched me to 
the ground and stolen my wallet,

Childhood memories of Jock's Aston 


On reading the articles on St John 
Horsfall in the September issue of 
Ce-rSC, memories came back from 
the 1940s when Jock used to test 
his Astons up the main road through 
Botesdale (near Diss), where I lived. 

He used a local garage (now 
a block of flats) in neighbouring 
Rickinghall and a young mechanic 
used to help with the preparation. 
One day, I heard the wailing roar of 
the Aston and rushed outside to see 
our hero belting up the hill out of the 
dip with a big grin on his face, the 
mechanic sitting on the fin with his 
feet on the seat beside the driver. 
They were doing at least 60mph. 

Often on my way back from 
school I would watch Jock hurtling 
down a narrow winding country lane 
on his motorcycle - without a crash 
helmet, of course - just stopping 
before the main road. He would sit 
there in what seemed like ecstasy 
as he grinned at us children before 


returning back up the hill to repeat 
the impossible switchbackjourney 
over and over again. 

The Spa Special used to get 
parked in a yard opposite Oliver 
Sears' Hamblyn House country club, 
where work was carried out (Sears 
also had his own Aston Ulster there). 
One day, I walked into the yard and 
- a cheeky lad of 10 - announced to 
Jock: “I have come to look over your 
car." For a split second he had that 
alert look shown in Mick Walsh's 
From the cockpit column, then he 
replied: "Of course." We looked at 
the engine, springs, body panels, 
tyres, exhaust - in fact, every aspect 
of the development. He was utterly 
charming and sincere as he explained 
what he was doing and why, and 
thanked me for my interest. 

On the strength of this daily 
exposure to Astons, my father (best 
known for his book Torko the Otter ) 
bought a 15/98 2-litre, DYY 764,

that he used as everyday transport 
for himself, wives, girlfriends and 
four children back and forth across 
England for nine years. I last saw 
the car being raced by a chap by 
the name of Cann at Silverstone 
in 1979.

Hybrid headache 

I really enjoyed Martin Buckley’s 
piece on the Honda Insight ( C&SC , 
December 2015) and his conver- 
sion to the car’s all-round excellent 
drivability. After 15 years’ experi- 
ence of the model (my wife bought 
Salisbury dealer August Motors’ 
demonstrator in 2001 as her shop- 
ping trolley), I can concur on all the 
characteristics you describe. 

The miles per gallon indicated 
on the dash display has always 
stayed between 65 and 70mpg, 
despite the car being used mostly 
for local journeys, interspersed 
with a few 300-milers. 

There is, however, one serious 
disadvantage to long-term owner- 
ship and that is the very high cost of 
replacing the hybrid battery pack. 
The original item had a six-year 
warranty when the car was new, 
with any balance being transferred 
to the subsequent owner if the car 
was sold. Our first unit lasted for 
nine years, which seemed reasona- 
ble. The replacement didn’t quite 
last for six years, and the cost of a 
new one was really more than the 
car was worth. I expected some 
contribution from Honda, because 
the life was less than six years, but 
discovered to my extreme surprise 
that replacement batteries are only 
covered for a period of 12 months, 
as is the case for any other spare part, 
so all the risk is with the buyer. 

As a matter of interest, I found 


that a good indicator for the immi- 
nent demise of the hybrid battery 
is a change in the characteristics 
of the Insight’s stop-start system. 
This becomes intermittent and 
refuses to restart the car, which is 
rather embarrassing sometimes. 

The first time this happened was 
in the dark, during the rush hour, in 
heavy traffic and driving rain. It 
caused a bit of panic. Subsequently, 
I discovered that the situation could 
easily be recovered by turning the 
ignition off, counting to five and 
switching back to the start position. 

When the battery was really 
finished, I had another surprise on 
restarting: a loud graunching noise 
coming from the engine bay. This 
was caused by the unused-for-nine- 
years 12 -volt starter motor coming 


to the rescue (normal starting by the 
hybrid motor being noiseless). 

I discovered recently that there is 
an aftermarket supplier of battery 
packs in the USA called Bumblebee 
Batteries. The firm claims to have a 
product offering a 30% improve- 
ment on the original unit for three 
main operating parameters: capac- 
ity, life and internal resistance. 

A warranty of up to five years is 
available and the price is about 
30% cheaper than original Honda 
replacements. The only downside 
would appear to be transport; it is a 
very heavy item, and could possibly 
be regarded as a hazardous package. 

Thank you for what is a varied 
and interesting magazine.

Unlike in Japan, where Nissan’s 
engineers were allowed to build a 
vehicle that went and handled well, 
Abingdon had one hand tied 
behind its back throughout the B’s 
life. There were many things the 
car was intended to have (such as 
IRS and different motors) but the 
bean-counters said no. It took the 
likes of Nissan and other foreign 
manufacturers to show our motor 
industry that it had lost its mono- 
poly, if not its blinkered approach 
to designing, manufacturing and 
selling cars. One wonders what 
went on in the boardrooms in the 
late ’60s and early 70s, because they 
don’t seem to have seen it coming. 

Hell, if MG had been allowed to 
get on with what it should have 
been doing, the company would 
have had a mid-engined coupe 
ready for release in 1 97 1.

The R16’s engine was mounted 
in the front of the car, behind its 
gearbox and driving the front 
wheels. If it were turned around for 
the Alpine, the take-off would be at 
the back and so wouldn’t mate up 
with the ’box in front of it. To have 
been of any use, the power unit 
would have to have remained in the 
same orientation as in the R16. 

He also says that the A1 10 was 
offered as a cabriolet, 2+2 coupe 
and berlinette , but that production 
was biased towards ‘the latter’. The 
words ‘former’ and ‘latter’ are only 
applicable when distinguishing 
between two choices; for more than 
two, ‘first’ and ‘last’ would be 
correct. Nevertheless, December’s 
issue was, as always, a riveting read.

Ogling at the show 

What a super issue November 2015 
was. First James Elliott’s column on 
the Ogle Sotheby Special caught my 
eye, then so did Simon Taylor’s 
memories of the Earls Court Motor 
Show - albeit for different reasons. 

The Ogle story sent me scurrying 
off to the loft where, after some 
digging, I found the company’s own 
press pack for this one-off. Inside 
the envelope were a brochure, press 
release (in English and French) and 
specification sheets, as well as infor- 
mation about the firm’s work on the 
Scimitar GTE, electric city cars, 
buses and pushchairs. The bumf was 
originally sent to me by my good 
friend David McMullan MBE at 
Crayford Auto Design in 78, and

was signed by Richard Hamblin, 
new product development manager 
at Ogle. I wonder how many of these 
press packs survive? I see that the car 
sold at auction, so maybe the new 
owner would like to get in touch. 

Simon Taylor’s Full Throttle 
memories took me back to the early 
’60s and bunking off school to see 
the Earls Court Motor Show in its 
heyday. Like many, I would strug- 
gle home with as many press packs 
and brochures as I could carry. If 
only I’d kept them 5 0 years or more. 

I have read several features on the 
Earls Court theme. One thing they 
all missed, and it impressed me 
when I was 1 6 years old, was that on 
‘show days only’ (check any old 
London Transport map) the Tube 
gave such exhibitions their own 
stop, complete with an underground 
link leading directly into the event. 

You got off the train at Earls 
Court, followed the Motor Show 
exit sign, entered a very long 
tunnel and joined a crowd worse 
than that on the Tube itself - tens 
of thousands of people, all trying 
to get there for the opening. You 
could almost lift your feet and let 
the mob carry you along in the dim 
light - shades of the Goodwood 
Revival track tunnel on a Saturday! 
Then suddenly, from no view in 
front at all, you burst into the 
bright lights and buzz inside the 
show concourse, with only the 
final hurdle of the turnstiles to go. 

The walk back down that tunnel 
at the end of the day, with the extra 


burden of so many freebie 
brochures, always seemed longer. 

Many years later, I exhibited at 
the only classic car show ever to be 
held at Earls Court - representing 
the Crayford Convertible Car Club 
- and was reminded of another 
unique feature of the venue. 

I’d never been to the Boat Show 
at Earls Court, but seeing the 
replicated marina on television, I’d 
always wondered how the water 
got there. I got my answer when 
told not to drive in the halls where 
red flags marked areas covered in 
wooden boards. “Do not drive over 
them,” I was told, “or you could 
end up in the pool.” Yes, the 
harbour was a permanent feature 
beneath the main floor that many 
were unaware of. 

David McMullan also reminded 
us in his book The Crayford Story 
that he, too, had walked the walk at 
the Earls Court Motor Show post- 
war, after being demobbed. 
Making his way around the stands, 
he said to himself: “One day I will 
be here with my own car and my 
own company.” And he was, under 
the Crayford banner. How many 
people can say that? Let’s see: 
Herbert Austin, Sydney Allard, 
John Cooper...

I read with interest the feature on 
the Opel Commodore and Rekord 
(December 2015). There is a small 
error in the last part of the article, 
though - the vehicle was indeed 
produced in South America, but 
only in Brazil. In addition, the model 
name was Opala, not Comodoro. 

The cars were produced from the 
early 70s and included coupe, sedan 
and a two-door station wagon (the 
Caravan). The four-door was the car 
of choice for generals, civil servants 
and (during the dictatorship) the 
secret police. The two-door was 
available as the Opala SS, a sports 
version with a boring 'four' or 
fabulous 4100cc'six.' Opalas were 
available (in six-cylinder form) with 
an auto, but were more commonly 
fitted with a 'three on the tree' or 
a 'four on the floor! 

I briefly owned an Opala Caravan 
Comodoro Automatico with the 
4.1-litre engine. It left nothing to be 
desired in terms of performance 
and comfort when compared to 
American cars of the same period.

David Kimble 


The master of automotive cutaways 


As well as complete car studies, 
Kimble also built a reputation for 
sectioned engine artwork. 

A dedicated historian now work- 
ing from a converted cinema in 
Marfa, Texas, Kimble has greatly 
enjoyed doing cutaways of classic 
subjects when his busy schedule 
allowed. Highlights have included 
a 1930 Duesenberg Model J for 
John Mozart: “It was a Murphy- 
bodied boat-tail speedster built for 
George Whittell. I was lucky to 
visit the car during restoration 
from a rolling chassis at Tom Bach- 
elor’s workshop in Reno.” 

The impressive result led to 
work from Scott Bailey at Auto- 
mobile Quarterly , including a 
Mercedes-Benz 540K coupe, the 
long-lost 1929 Auburn Cabin 
Speedster, and the ex-Leon Duray 
Miller 91 in the Indy Museum. 

From cruise liners to the Star- 
ship Enterprise , Kimble’s work is by 
no means limited to automotive 
subjects. Subjects have included a 
sectioned study of the Model T 
production line at Highland Park: 
“It was a project for National 
Geographic. Plastic kits were a 
handy reference, and I even made a 
pilgrimage to the historic site in 
Detroit. It was a challenge to talk 
my way past security. 

“I enjoy keeping up with modern 
technology, but my passion is the 
past. There are several cars I’d love 
to draw, with the 1911 Grand Prix 
Fiat Tipo 74 and the Alfa Romeo 
8C-2900 top of the list. All of my 
work is still done by hand and the 
only software is between my ears. I 
don’t use computers.” MW

American artist Kimble’s indoctri- 
nation into cars and appreciation of 
engineering came via his father. 
“Dad was an aerospace engineer 
and a keen motorsport fan who 
raced midgets before WW2,” he 
says. “His friends included Frank 
Kurtis, and visits to speed shops to 
see race cars under construction left 
a lasting impression.” 

An early passion for drawing led 
to a technical illustration course at 
the Pasadena Academy, where 
Kimble soon found 
that successful ‘see 
through’ art required 
him to have the same 
understanding of a 
subject as the design- 
ers and constructors. 
An introduction to 
Ted Halibrand led to 
Kimble’s first racing 
car commission - the 
Shrike Indianapolis 
car for a brochure: 
“All summer in 1964 
I was in a state of high 
anxiety because I’d 
never done anything 
that complex.” The finished 
artwork was worth the anguish, and 
Jerry Titus, the technical editor of 
Sports Car Graphic magazine, was so 
impressed that he invited Kimble 
to write and illustrate a preview 
feature on the 1965 Indy 500. The 
story provided a legitimate reason 
to visit all the race shops and engine 
builders in Los Angeles. 

After various design jobs, includ- 
ing a stint at Chaparral in Texas, 
Kimble’s big break came in 1982 
with a commission from Motor 
Trend magazine to illustrate the 
latest Corvette: “That led to a long- 
term relationship with General 
Motors and work for major manu- 
facturers in Europe and Japan.”

Richard Calver’s new book is his fourth 
on the Kelvin Way cars.

The revival of this '60s spy spoof had been on the cards for years, with 
Tarantino and Clooney tempted but eventually Guy Ritchie took on the 
challenge. With co-writer Lionel Wigram, the saga has switched to 
Europe, but, despite all of the glamour 
and style, the new movie fails to match 
the wit, pace and charm of the TV series. 

Henry Cavill as 'Cowboy' Napoleon Solo, 
and Armie Hammer playing Iliya Kuryakin 
both look constrained by their signature 
Savile Row suit and Ralph Lauren suede 
jacket, while the obsession with retro 
style must have distracted the directors 
from the predictable plot and dull script. 

The homage to classic films recurs, 
from the Grand Prix Honda lookalike in 
the daft race test scene, with Goodwood 
doubling as Italy, to the climactic off-road 
chase sequence with Kuryakin riding 
McQueen-style Matisse K3 'desert racer!

several top cars from his own facility. 
“This collection is unrivalled in its 
beauty and rarity,” said the Peters- 
en’s chief curator, Leslie Kendall.

ALL-CONQUERING 


COMPACT 


With the Mkl, Mk2, 5-type and 420, Browns 
Lane created one of the greatest ever saloon 
car bloodlines, says Martin Buckley

M any fortunes have been squan- 
dered in the pursuit of exotic 
car manufacture over the 
years. What made Jaguar’s 
founder Sir William Lyons 
different was that he wanted 
to build an exciting range of 
vehicles but had no intention of losing money. 

If it was the XK sports cars and racing success 
that put Jaguar on the map in the 1950s, it was 
these compact, unitary saloons - Mkl, Mk2, 
S-type and 420 - that cashed-in throughout the 
more affluent and increasingly status-driven 
’60s. Their function was to give the volume and 
economies of scale that Lyons needed for his 
firm to grow, a role that they accomplished admi- 
rably. This quartet represents a 1 3 -year dynasty of 
160,000 cars and four distinct but closely linked 
models that today encapsulates most people’s 
idea of what a classic Jaguar saloon is all about. 

The original 1955 concept of the 2 .4 was for a 
smaller ‘economy’ Jaguar in the mould of the old 
1 Vi and 2Vi litre SS saloons. Conceived to fill a gap 
in the range between the XK and the bigMkVII, 
visually the new saloon had something of the 


appeal of both. Lyons understood the value of 
giving his cars a family look of lean, sophisticated 
glamour - something that buyers struggled to 
find anywhere else at any price, never mind the 
£1268 he was asking for the standard model. 

Through to 1957, the ‘compact Jaguar’ was 
available only with the short-stroke 2 .4-litre 
engine, 501b lighter and 3 in shallower in the 
block than its longer-stroke siblings. On 1 12bhp 
it could take the 2.4 to 60mph in 14 secs and 
push it to more than 1 OOmph, so it was no weedy 
poverty model. It was, in fact, as fast as an auto- 
matic MkVII, although not all that much more 
economical at 18-2 3 mpg. 

It was, in any case, performance not economy 
that motivated Jaguar buyers, so a 3.4-litre 
version of the ‘compact’ was perhaps inevitable. 
Outwardly identifiable by its larger grille (with 
thinner slats) and cutaway rear spats, the 1957 
3 .4 was a spectacular car, able to keep up with an 
XK140 and, probably, most other production 
four-door saloons in the world. With the B-type 
cylinder head, this 210bhp car was good for 
more than 120mph; specify the right combina- 
tion of axle ratio (there were three to choose

from) and optional Laycock overdrive and it 
could cruise at 106mph showing just 4000rpm. 

A Dunlop disc brake option answered early 
concerns about stopping power, but the 3 .4 
retained the curiously narrow rear track of 
the smaller-engined car. At 4ft 2 1 Ain, it spanned 
less of the road than a Morris Minor. 

Anthony Gilensen’s black Mkl (the designa- 
tion was used only retrospectively) is a slight 
cheat because it is running a 3.8-litre engine, 
Mk2 rear axle and disc brakes. Bought as a 
barely running restoration project in 1 994, UFF 
325 is now smart enough to feature in the 
Endeavour television series (the prequel to 
Inspector Morse) as the hero’s squad car. 

While it is undoubtedly faster than it would 
have been in ’58 (when it started life as a humble 
2.4), it provides the atmosphere of the early 
compacts. The Smiths instrumentation is clus- 
tered on a walnut slab that forms the centre of the 
dash, while the various light, heater and wiper 
controls are scattered randomly around them. 

The view out is restricted, particularly through 
the slot-like rear window. The model was penned 
in the early days of monocoque technology and 


you can see the body engineers’ caution in the 
thick front screen pillars, too. But this relatively 
light, stiff unitary shell was the firm’s greatest (and 
most expensively developed) technical achieve- 
ment since the creation of the XK engine and, 
with its slender individual front seats, the Mkl is 
almost as roomy internally as the bulky MkVII. 
Thanks to the clever and pioneering deployment 
of rubber bushing (plus a front subframe to 
isolate the new ball-jointed coil-spring and 
double-wishbone suspension) the Mkl is refined 
for a ’50s monocoque, remarkably bereft of irri- 
tating tyre, road or suspension-generated noise. 

You can see some of the other reasons under- 
neath. At the rear, its live axle is hung off 
cantilevered semi-elliptic springs located inside 
the chassis rails so as not to feed unknown

stresses into the boot floor. Further examination 
reveals that everything is tied together by 
myriad box-sections and deep longitudinal sills 
(with a legendary propensity for rot). From the 
first 2.4 in 1955 to the last 420 in 1968, it was 
Pressed Steel of Swindon that supplied the 
shells to Browns Lane, complete with welded- 
on inner and outer wings. 

After 37,000 Mkls had been built, Jaguar 
refreshed the concept with the Mk2 range at 
Motor Show time in 1959, setting the ‘compact’ 
template for the coming decade and creating 
probably the best-loved British saloon to date. 

A220bhp 3 .8-litre option joined the 2 .4 and 3 .4 
in an airier body that featured larger front and 
rear screens, plus doors with slim chrome window 
frames rather than the heavy looking full press- 
ings of the earlier car. Across the range, the Mk2s 
were only £1 3 5 more than the cars they replaced. 

The cutaway rear spats and deep bumpers 
were much as before, but the tail-lights and the 
quarter windows in the rear doors were new. 
The much less gloomy interior was completely 
restyled, placing the main instruments in front 
of the driver behind a smaller 17in steering 
wheel. Twelve-inch disc brakes were standard on 
the Mk2, and the rear track was increased by 
3 1 Ain. In the aftermath of the bad publicity 
surrounding the death of Mike Hawthorn in his 
Mkl on the Guildford Bypass just a few months 
earlier, this looked like a quiet admission that the 
original axle had been on the narrow side. 

Raising the front roll centre made the Mk2’s 
steering lighter, although it was still low geared 
overall - even when power steering became avail- 
able later. This, the feeble heater and recalcitrant 
Moss gearbox would be oft-repeated Mk2 
whinges throughout the ’60s, although they 
were not enough to deter almost 1 00,000 buyers 
from what was undoubtedly the best-value high- 
performance luxury saloon in the world. 

The 3.8, with its standard Powr-Lok limited- 
slip differential, would get to 60mph - still only 
in second gear - in 8.5 secs and smash the stand- 
ing quarter in 16 secs. Even an automatic 3.4

could crack 120mph but somehow the Cinder- 
ella 2.4, despite its new B-type head, couldn’t 
make the ton - which is probably why Jaguar 
never officially released one for test. 

Peter Houghton’s beautifully preserved 
3 .4-litre, manual overdrive Mk2 in Mist Grey 
was sold new in 1962 to a farmer near Swindon; 
Houghton acquired it from dealer Robert 
Hughes in 2012 to replace a Big Healey. 

The interior is brighter and more appealing 
than that of the Mkl, with a more logical dash, 
armrests on each door and all the right smells 
from the original leather. Furthermore, the hand- 
some veneers that are 50% of the appeal of these 
cars even extend to picnic tables in the seatbacks. 
The toggle switches look intimidating but are 
arranged with a certain logic and are soon learnt. 

Being a Moss ’box car with low-geared manual 


steering, this is the rawMk2 experience. Dip the 
hefty clutch and, as in the Mkl , there’s that long 
movement of the lever into first plus the classic 
whine from the straight-cut gears as the car gath- 
ers pace energetically from 1 5 OOrpm, and a burble 
of subdued aggression from the twin exhausts. 

Sweet changes require slow movements but 
the action is satisfying and somehow well 
matched to the hefty steering that lightens 
beyond 40 or 50mph. The Mk2 has great 
straight-line stability and is set up to understeer 
- for the best results, you turn in early and then 
let the strong self-centring slide the smooth, 
flat-spoked wheel through your loose grip. 

Shapeless seats betray the degree of roll as 
much as the angle of the horizon - one area 
where the Mkl is probably better. But there’s a 
limousine-like smoothness to the drivetrain for

seamless low-speed running and, once under way, 
little need to change gear - most situations can 
be dealt with by flicking in and out of overdrive. 

The S-type was an all-independently 
suspended car that supplemented the Mk2 from 
1 963 and was phased out in ’68. With its beefed- 
up chassis to take the quad-damper IRS (adapted 
from the E-type and MkX) it was a necessarily 
heftier car than the Mk2 , with the emphasis on 
luxury, MkX-style. It was calculated to capture 
those buyers who were proving resistant to the 
sheer bulk of Jaguar’s flagship saloon but who 
appreciated its suspension refinement. 

The S -type’s elongated rear wings accounted 
for a seven-inch increase in length and provided 
space not only for a bigger 19cu ft boot, but also 
seven-gallon pannier fuel tanks in the wings with 
a changeover switch on the dash. 


The doors were from the Mk2 but a subtly 
longer, flatter roofline flowed into a more 
upright rear window to improve headroom. 
Similarly, the bonnet was pure Mk2 but the new 
hooded headlamps and a thicker grille surround 
somehow had the effect of making the S-type 
look a bigger and more important car. Details 
such as slimline bumpers and recessed indicator 
and sidelight units, meanwhile, made it appear 
cleaner and more modern. 

I have to confess to having a slight preference 
for the S-type. Driving Robert Hughes’ fabulous 
low-mileage Golden Sand example (it’s so 
nice, he is keeping it for his personal collection) 
only reaffirmed my respect for the car. It is a lot 
more than just the hoodlum’s hot rod that its 
The Sweeney image leads you to believe. This was 
one of the most refined and agile saloons 
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in the world in the 1960s, regardless of price. 

A 3 .8 manual S-type such as this one has about 
the performance of a 3.4 Mk2, but with the 
power steering and full synchromesh that most 
(but by no means all) of them had, it feels that 
much more manoeuvrable and handy. There is 
more ultimate grip from the wider- track IRS, 
which, with its isolating subframe, alloy hubs and 
halfshafts doubling as upper control arms, 
enables the car to flow along the road with admi- 
rable serenity. The steering makes up for its 
lightness by having far fewer turns between locks, 
while the brakes, in common with all ’60s Jaguars, 
are brilliant; the car just stops when required and 
you don’t really need to think about them. 

This one has a particularly good, quiet gear- 
box with perfectly spaced ratios, and the ride is 
superb. It feels expensive in the way it demol- 
ishes ridges and potholes and the S-type just 
seems more substantial than the Mk2 . That said, 
you don’t consider the earlier car to be in any 
way primitive until you drive an S-type. 

The cabin has more of a boardroom feel than 
the Mk2 , with armrests for the more substantial 
front seats, an oddments shelf under the dash 
and a centre console that flows neatly into it. 
The latter houses the radio speaker as well as 
vacuum controls for the heater. 

While other marques rationalised in the 
mid-’60s, Sir William Lyons continued to mix 
and match his bodies and engines - presumably 
to extract value from his tooling investment. 
Thus, when the 420 was launched in 1966, 
Jaguar continued to offer the S-type and Mk2, as 
well as the new 42 0G - an improved MkX. 

What the 420 - one of the rarest Jaguar 
saloons - represented was a holding operation 
while the XJ6 was in preparation. It took the 
compact concept further down the executive 
route with what was in effect a more modern 
and luxurious S-type powered by a 4.2 -litre, 
245bhp version of the XK engine. 

MkX-like with its quad lights and command- 
ing grille, the front-end sheet metal of the 420 
was all-new and had the additional benefit of 


making the twin-SU fed engine - now with an 
alternator and fluted cam boxes - more accessi- 
ble. The latest Borg Warner Model 8 automatic 
was a favourite option on the luxury-focused 420, 
but the four-synchromesh manual was optional 
and made the car nearly as quick as the 3.8 Mk2 . 

This one - kindly loaned by one of Hughes’ 
customers - is an automatic, to which the 
torque characteristics of the longer-stroke 
engine are particularly well suited. With its 
padded dashtop and quiet engine restrained by 
the torque converter of the improved auto ’box, 
the 420 feels just one step removed from the 
hyper-civilisation of the XJ6 - the model that 
swept the ‘compacts’ into history when it was 
unleashed in October 1968. 

The engine is possibly not quite as willing as 
in the earlier cars, but you would never knock it 
for that. With its lusty kickdown and slightly 
jerky full-throttle changes, this is a decidedly 
potent ’60s saloon that gives the sort of effortless 
acceleration that American buyers demanded. It 
was also the last Jaguar saloon to have a column- 
change automatic and the last - until the modern 
era - with a separate starter button.

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The compact Jaguars became great symbols 
of personal achievement in the ’60s. They had 
a turn of speed that was almost immoral at the 
price and a level of luxury probably surpassed 
only by the products of Crewe (at three times 
the money), yet they were accessible. Your dad 
- or somebody your dad knew - could actually 
dream of having one. 

If a Mini was classless then a Mkl , Mk2 , S-type 
or 42 0 created its own category, putting true high 
performance into the hands of the moderately 
well off rather than just the extremely wealthy - 
although many very well-heeled people bought 
them when they could easily have afforded 
something flashy and foreign at twice the price. 
These were cars that crossed the divide between 
bookmaker, gangster and peer of the realm. 

A ubiquitous sight in British traffic, in Mk2 
form they became equally synonymous with 
racing success - in the hands of Hill, Sears, Salva- 
dori and many others - as they were in the world 
of crime. Villains loved these small Jaguars for 
their speed, manoeuvrability and, to be honest, 
the ease with which they could be stolen. The 
police had to have them, just to keep up.

H elle Nice’s closing remark when 
Yvone Moustiers interviewed her 
in 1 92 9 for La Femme et les Sports 
was: ‘J’ adore le mouvement et la 
vie’ - 1 adore movement and life. 
It was a fitting self-assessment 
from one of the most flamboyant 
and successful female racing drivers of the 1920s 
and ’30s. I hesitate to make the accolade gender 
specific, because Helle Nice was a flamboyant 
and successful racing driver, full stop. 

Referred to as The Bugatti Queen, her rise to 
motorsport fame led to her being described as 
driven, bright, dazzling, joyous, racy, radiant and 
a virtuose du volant - but also as notorious, crazy 
and infamous. It depended on whether history 
was revisiting her glory days or her shocking 
decline. Among drivers’ careers, there has rarely 
been a more dramatic downfall than that of 
Nice. And from being the feted darling of the 
racing world, she plunged to destitute loneliness 
and the ignominy of an unmarked grave. 

Sitting at a table in the Bugatti Trust, I am 
surrounded by historic documents from Nice’s 
private archives as well as Miranda Seymour’s 
groundwork for her immensely accurate and 
highly successful 2004 biography, The Bugatti 


Queen : In Search of a Motor-Racing Legend. Among 
the material lies a small brown leather notebook 
with just two letters stamped on the centre of its 
tired cover: HN. It is Nice’s personal address 
book from 1937, and reads like a Who’s Who of 
Parisian high society as well as including all of her 
fellow celebrity racing colleagues. Also present 
are two elegant portraits of her dancing. Accord- 
ing to Femmes d’Exception en Provence-Alpes-Cote 
d’Azur. ; these might have been hanging in her last 
home as the two remaining mementos of a better 
life long gone. It is impossible not to be moved. 

The research was prompted when I was invited 
to drive Nice’s superb Bugatti Type 35B Grand 
Prix, acquired last year by an American collector 
and briefly in England under the watchful eyes 
of Pendine’s James Mitchell. The car was making 
a UK pitstop on its way back to the States after a 
very successful appearance at Chantilly Arts & 
Elegance near Paris, where it was a runner-up 
in the Voitures des Grandes Dames category. 
Sometimes you just have to say yes. 

The last Bugatti that I drove was the four- 
wheel-drive Type 5 3 and, having heard how well 
this particular Type 35B handles, I was looking 
forward to taking to the track in it. 

In an ocean of Bugatti Blue - 1 think there are 


as many ‘original’ shades of the colour as Ettore 
had paint pots in Molsheim - the Helle Nice car 
now stands out, having been repainted in its 
original ‘taupe’ - although I would personally 
describe the colour as a hybrid somewhere 
between bayberry and cabinet maker’s blue. 

Nice was only the third owner of chassis 4863, 
which was built in 1 92 6, and bought the Type 3 5 
directly from the factory on 29 March 1930. 
Antoine Raffaelli’s book, Memoirs of a Bugatti 
Hunter , lists 4863 as having been first registered 
1763 WW5 on 2 July 1927 to Marco Andriessi 
of Amsterdam, but it was with Helle Nice that 
the car started truly making its mark on circuits. 

It doesn’t disappoint: this Type 35 looks, 
feels, smells and sounds like all racing Bugattis 
should and, after Mitchell’s brief reminder that 
“it doesn’t idle” - that’s fine, it’s a racing car, 
there’s no time to idle - I’m off. On a crisp and 
sunny autumnal morning I enjoy lap after lap, 
mindful of it being an exceptionally historic and 
valuable car, but also that it goes like a dream. 

Despite the Type 53 ’s reputation for driving 
more with brain than brawn, piloting some- 
thing that handles as lightly and confidently as 
this Type 35B is a joy. The gearbox is perfect, 
the cornering precise and direct, the Bugatti

champing at the bit as it wants to go ever faster 
- just as its former owner once did. 

Born Marie tte Helene Delangle in Aunay- 
sous-Auneau, a village about 7 5km south-west of 
Paris, Nice could not wait to leave for the capital 
in search of a faster pace of life. As a young girl in 
1903, she’d witnessed the Paris-Madrid racers 
storming past her home, so she knew that there 
was more to life than sleepy villages. 

Nice’s move to the city as a teenager brought 
celebrity as a model, acrobat and hoofer - at the 
height of her dancing fame she starred at the 
Casino de Paris in the famous Maurice Chevalier 
Gala. A skiing accident that resulted in a knee 
injury, plus friends such as Philippe Baron de 
Rothschild and - allegedly - Jean Bugatti, who 
had given her a taste of the motor racing life, 
would lead her to launch into a new career. 

In the 25 September 1929 issue of La Vie Auto- 
mobile, an article entitled La Femme et VAuto 
celebrates changes in society giving more oppor- 
tunities to women. But it also very eloquently 
argues the case that what had stopped ladies 
succeeding in motor racing before the ’20s was 
not society but engineering. Technical progress, 
it was claimed, had brought the car to women 
rather than women to the car. Perfect timing. 


That same year, ‘Mademoiselle Helle Nice’, 
as she was called by the press, had driven a 
borrowed Omega- Six to victory in her first GP. 
She also raced Rothschild’s Bugatti T35C with 
such success that she went on to buy her own - 
my drive today - and joined Ettore’s racing team. 

In December, Nice undertook a record attempt 
at Montlhery in 4863, seemingly with factory 
backing. The figures are impressive, even today: 
10 miles at an average speed of 120.7 14mph 
(190.27kph). In an interview with Georges Frai- 
chard at the time, she laughed away any 
compliment at achieving such pace: “Wait till I lap 
at 200!” Referring to the fear she had felt at first, 
she said simply: “On s’y fait [you get used to it] .” 

During an era where the power of publicity 
and marketing was beginning to be recognised, 
Nice made for a good story. Her photos - at the 
wheel of what must be 4863 - were syndicated 
with captions on the back asking for credit lines. 

A particularly well-preserved example was 
listed on eBay recently, sold from an American 
collection in Oregon. It could possibly have been 
one of the publicity pictures used for her 1930 
American tour. Invited as an exhibition driver, 
she successfully took to the country’s dirt tracks 
and banking on an 18-event trip - possibly the 


only woman in the 1930s to do so. Her enthusi- 
asm for banked circuits makes me wonder how 
4863 ’s handling on an oval would compare to 
Bugatti ’s earlier Type 29/30 ‘Indianapolis’ car 
that, with its off-centre body, was specifically 
designed for such races. 

Nice’s natural ability to attract the spotlight 
was not universally approved of. She was a success 
of her own making and drew negativity and jeal- 
ousy as anyone would at her level of fame. Yet she 
also garnered endorsements and sponsors, 
including Lucky Strike, Grebel and Yacco. 

Here was a woman who would line up on the 
starting grid with the likes of Benoist, Caracciola, 
Chiron, Dreyfus, Fagioli, Nuvolari, Wimille and 
Rosemeyer. Between 1931 and ’36, she competed 
in most of the established European Grands Prix, 
including Casablanca, Comminges, Dieppe, 
Marseille, Montlhery and Monza. She also took 
part in rallies and hillclimbs - notably Mont 
Ventoux, where in September 1932 she set the 
ladies’ record at 18 mins 41.1 secs, as well as 
coming second in the two-litre class. 

In 1936, French industry was affected by 
large-scale strike action, fuel shortages and, in 
the motorsport world, less race preparation 
than before. Helle Nice, though, was flying the

patriotic flag for France and the manufacturer 
Matford, which published a promotional 
brochure in the colours of the Tricolore, cele- 
brating her alongside mesdames Siko, des Forest 
and Descollas. In 1937 the four ladies covered 
33,578km over 10 days, establishing 25 new 
world records in the endurance field. Nice was 
patrimoine , a national figure celebrated by 
the French as well as abroad. 

Helle Nice had been born in 1900, the same 
year as another hugely successful Bugatti driver: 
Elizabeth Junek. Both women managed to hold 
their own at international level in an extremely 
dangerous and competitive sport. They were 
winners, they championed female achievement 
in motor racing and set an 
endless list of ‘firsts’ as well as 
world records in speed and 
endurance. But the end of their 
respective careers could not 
have been more different. 

Looking through books 
from the 1950s and ’60s about 
famous drivers - both men and 
women - Junek is ever present. 

In her autobiography, Bugatti 
My Life , she talks about her time 


History of a competition thoroughbred 

Marco Andriesse of Amsterdam was the first owner of chassis 4863 and, as with many vintage Grand 
Prix racers, it was delivered by road from Molsheim. Even after two years, 4863 remained competitive 
and second owner 'John' van Hulzen raced it regularly - including on an epic 11km sprint between Toul 
and Nancy, where he finished third. Other highlights included a sixth in the first Dieppe Grand Prix. 

Van Hulzen soon upgraded to an ex-works Type 35B, and 4863 was returned to the factory where, on 
29 March 1930, it was sold to Nice. There are rumours that both Ettore and his son Jean were smitten 
with the glamorous dancer but it's not known if she was given a special deal. Nice made her debut in the 
car in the Bugatti GP at Le Mans on 1 June, finishing an impressive third. Mysteriously, she waited until 
1931 before braving the track again (at the Marne GP), but the five-year-old Bug was outclassed on the 
fast Reims circuit. The car may have been uncompetitive against the T51s, but there was no doubting 
Nice's stamina with a seventh in the '31 Dieppe GP, followed by top-10 results at Comminges and Monza. 

Little else is known about 4863 until it was acquired London Bugatti dealer Jack Lemon Burton in the 
late 1930s, when it was upgraded to blown Type 35C specification. After WW2, it was owned by several 

well-known enthusiasts, including 
TfF u. iJ f | Jack Perkins, who competed with 
it several times at Shelsley Walsh, 
and later 'Bob' Roberts, who had 
Crosthwaite <& Gardiner carry out 
a comprehensive restoration. 

In 1982 it headed to the US and 
went through several collections, 
including those of Ben Rose (who 
owned the house featured in 
Ferris Bueller's Day Off), Oscar 
Davis and Brian Brunkhorst.

after retiring from motorsport. She emphasises 
her sense of belonging to the wider Bugatti 
family and of clubs looking after her with 
honorary memberships - the Bugatti Owners’ 
Club and Vintage Sports-Car Club to name but 
two. For Nice, the opposite was true. 

She was shunned by the racing community 
after Louis Chiron accused her of being a Nazi 
sympathiser during her comeback on the Rallye 
Monte-Carlo in 1949, and got on with neither 
her sister Solange, or her mother Alexandrine, 
who left her out of her will. Her father and 
brother had both died young and, having lost her 
family, she had now also lost the racing fraternity. 

As sponsors and colleagues faded away, Nice 
was probably able to support her lifestyle for a 
while thanks to the generous compensation that 
she’d received after the 1936 Sao Paolo Grand 
Prix accident that had killed a number of specta- 
tors and left her in a three-day coma. Tragedy 
was a regular occurrence on the race track, but it 
is interesting to note that several reports refer to 
Nice temporarily withdrawing from competi- 
tion after losing rivals and close friends such as 
Le Mans winner Henri ‘Couc’ de Courcelles and 
Bruno d’Harcourt. The emotional pain that 
came hand in hand with her lifestyle may have 


affected her more than history relates, and the 
loss of her racing ‘family’ might have been too 
much for the Bugatti Queen. 

Her modest final lodgings on the Rue 
Edouard Scoffier in Nice were provided by La 
Roue Tourne, a charity supporting destitute 
artists. Her last known partner, Arnaldo Binelli, 
had squandered her money before leaving her 
for a younger woman. A phone call to French 
Bugatti connoisseur Andre Binda confirms that 
even locals were not aware she had resided there. 

Binda had sourced the original photographs 
featured in Antoine Raffaelli’s book in Nice 
brocantes [junk shops] . Had they known of her 
whereabouts, she would have been included in the 
local Bugatti community. Apparently, Peter Blair- 
Richeley was a keen Helle Nice supporter and it 
would be interesting to study his archives (now at 
the Revs Institute for Automotive Research in 
Florida) for additional material about her life. 

Nice became the persona non grata of female 
motorsport in the 1950s and ’60s - SCH Davis’ 
Atalanta from 1955 only briefly including her in 
its ‘and many others’ chapter. It is a fitting cele- 
bration, then, that after Raffaelli made her the 
cover girl for his 1997 book, Miranda Seymour 
dedicated years to researching and writing the 


ultimate story of the racer’s life. I have held back 
from reading that, however, wanting to base my 
impressions on coverage from her glory years. 

Nice was described as ‘having no low gear’, 
and her background as the daughter of a post- 
man set her apart from others with upper-class 
backgrounds where eccentric hobbies and 
passions were celebrated and encouraged. Her 
vibrant personality and sensual good looks might 
have been what opened doors for her to begin 
with, but it was her genuine talent as a racing 
driver that led to her achievements - including 
eight world records. One of her contemporaries, 
the American pilot Jackie Cochran, when asked 
about being a woman in a man’s world, never 
dismissed her femininity and summed it up with 
a simple sentence: “I didn’t want to be a man, I 
just wanted to fly.” Nice was the original ‘top 
gear’ woman who just wanted to race, and 4863 
was the car that contributed to making it happen. 

In 2010, the Helle Nice Project - supported 
by the Helle Nice Foundation, Miranda 
Seymour and descendants of the Delangle family 
- funded a bronze plaque that was placed on her 
grave in Sainte-Mesme, near Paris. Finally, she 
had been accorded a little of the dignity and 
recognition that she so richly deserved. ’***$&&* 
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You'd expect a Lotus 47to be quick - it weighs just 
558kg and packs 175bhp - but nothing prepares you 
for the pin-sharp handling, says a stunned James Elliott

L otus was never one to abide by 
convention. While most road- 
going competition cars were 
merely exercises in development 
and wringing performance out of 
the base model, that didn’t always 
suit the unorthodox Colin Chap- 
man. He’d adopted the evolution approach for 
the 26R, the racing version of the Elan that the 
firm had never intended to build, but which was 
eventually produced in small numbers (fewer 
than 100) to satisfy the appetite of privateers. 

When it came to Ron Hickman’s mid-engined 
follow-up, the even rarer 47, with no more than 
5 5 constructed according to current thinking, 
Lotus took the opposite approach. It may look 
little more than a mildly tweaked Europa - 
which itself was based on a years-old pitch for a 
contract that went instead to Eric Broadley for 


alarming. While the 9.3 secs 0-60mph time and 
1 15mph top speed are pretty impressive returns 
from the specced-up 82bhp Renault engine, the 
Twin Cam 47 reaches 60mph in under 5 secs and 
a maximum reckoned to be around 165mph. 

Similarly, while both have one-piece glass- 
fibre bodyshells, the 47 ’s is made of thinner, 
lighter GRP than the road car, reducing the 
already lightweight 610kg SI to a flyweight 
558kg. Suspension? Same story: same system 
(independent all round by modified Chapman 
struts at the front and coils with telescopies at the 
back) but uprated in every way. Even the front 
wishbones are off a Type 41 single-seater. 

The early, 296-off Europa Series 1 did share 
some of the spartan characteristics of a racer, 
however, such as no doorhandles, fixed windows 
and seats, plus minimal internal trim. It became 
more practical with later S 1 cars (fewer than 400 


competition model, Lotus had developed it 
alongside the clubman’s variant - some argue 
that the 47 was built first - and unveiled the two 
together. Built by Lotus Components rather 
than at the factory, the clues included fat rear 
rubber, bigger arches, no bumpers and, shortly 
after launch, engine bay vents to aid cooling. 

Like the clubman ’s/road model, the glassfibre 
body was bonded to the backbone chassis, which 
as in the Elan was folded pressed steel but short- 
ened to make way for the rear wheels and tyres. 
Attached to, or cradled by, that chassis were the 
workings of a pure racer, much of it lifted straight 
from the Lotus 22/23 and 69. In this case that 
means the 1594cc 165bhp Cosworth-Ford 13C 
Twin Cam, a Hewland FT 200 five-speed 
transaxle, plus full F2 rear suspension by reversed 
bottom wishbone top link and dual radius arms. 

The featured car is the extremely rare F spec,

what would become the GT40 - but that famil- 
iar outline shrouds a completely different car. 

Period tests routinely described the mid- 
engined Type 46 Europa as a formula car for the 
road, but that was a statement of fact rather than 
journalistic flourish for the racing variant. 

While both look similar and use the reversed- 
backbone chassis that was devised for the Elan 
- actually just as a testbed for the Rotoflex 
couplings, but then incorporated into Hickman’s 
design - they share barely any components. 
Whereas the SI Europa was launched in 1966 
with the 1.5-litre ‘four’ derived from a Renault 
1 6 unit mounted longitudinally, the Type 47 
reverted to the feistier Twin Cam. This could 
provide 175bhp-plus (180 with fuel injection) 
without becoming any more temperamental 
than the stock motor that had served so well in 
competition. The difference in performance is 
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examples, now dubbed the S 1 A and S 1 B), and by 
the comparatively big-selling Type 54 S2 (3615) 
there was all manner of luxury such as electric 
windows and adjustable seats. These decadent 
features were carried over when the Twin Cam 
Type 74 (later the Special when it used the big- 
valve head) was finally made available to the 
public five years after production had started. 
These runout models, which sold nearly 5000 
units before being replaced as the sporting flag- 
ship by the Esprit in ’75, shortened the 0-60mph 
time to 6.6 secs and raised top speed to 123mph. 
This was despite carrying a passenger for the 
testing and bulking up to 740kg, a fall 20% heft- 
ier than the original Europa. Just imagine that 
sort of pace - and then some - therefore, in a car 
that weighed so much less than even the SI. 

Despite the 47 having a higher Type number, 
mindful that there would be demand for a 







which was (slightly) more roadable. Just six, or 
arguably seven were made - Lotus ledgers always 
raise more questions than they answer! Despite 
a radically different colour scheme to the archive 
photos, this one is highly original with history 
from 1971 (see panel) plus a marvellous patina to 
match. Put into storage in the early ’80s, it came 
to its current owner as “a box of bits” and has 
since been restored “precisely how it would have 
been built in the first place” with a determina- 
tion to retain all its history. Since then, it has 
been used only on the road and for the odd track 
day. Probably its nicest

Restored without losing its soul 

This particular 47 has a fascinating history, but with some big gaps. Chassis 54 was 
delivered to the Scottish Auto Tech racing team in East Kilbride in December 1967 with 
the registration NUS 685F, which was changed to its current 8880 TW in 1970. It's pure 
conjecture, but could this have been for up-and-coming local hotshoe Tom Walkinshaw? 

It changed hands, going to the other end of the country in Cornwall, in '73 and was kitted 
out in JPS livery (in the history file, there's a charming letter from the owner asking Lotus 
for permission to do this) and campaigned extensively. 

After a crash-free career, the 47 was taken off the track for a rebuild 
in the early '80s. Work stalled, however, because no replacement parts 
were being manufactured at the time. As a result, the 47 remained 
in a semi-dismantled state for 20 years until the owner reluctantly 
decided to sell the car in 2003. It was bought by current custodian Peter 
Hartnett, who embarked on a full restoration to 1967 spec, with great 
care being taken to preserve as much of the original car as possible.

“It does drive like a 
new car, though,” advises the owner. We’ll see. 

Fire it up and a riot of raucous noise shakes the 
car around you, briefly distracting the driver 
from the more pressing concern of being deaf- 
ened by the engine so close to his ears. Slot it into 
the dogleg on the remote lever for the ’box that’s 
slung off the back of the engine, then use those 
vast back tyres - the 6. 00/ 12. 00- 13s are as fat as 
the rears on a Lamborghini Countach! - as a 
clutch. It spins them easily before friction bites 
and you are fiercely catapulted forwards with no 
hint of lateral movement at the back. 

This car originally had injection, but when it 
passed into the current ownership it was, like 
most, fitted with Webers for tractability. Given 
its high circuit gearing and the fact that it took 
5000rpm to move it off the line with the injec- 
tion, the pair of 45s provide a dose of usability. 


slightly ramshackle cabin suggests a much-used 
car that has just been kept going, but the accuracy 
of the responses tells a different story. The super- 
sensitive throttle is phenomenal, the steering via 
the 5.25M-13 fronts more direct and feelsome 
than you dare to expect from even a design with 
the engine so far away from the front axle. On a 
lengthy burst at high speed the rack system does 
lighten perhaps a little too much, though. 

The steering adds to a skittishness over bumps, 
kicking back like a baby having a tantrum, but 
the 47 is so low that you almost feel at one with 
the road anyway. It’s the same when you hit the 
brake pedal hard. Whereas the standard set-up 
overheated in competition, the all-round discs 
and special calipers react as if you’ve dug your 
own heels into the asphalt. The Hewland, true to 
type, is sublime when you get it right, but trucu- 
lent if you fudge those closely spaced gears. 


space (there’s even a glovebox) and the brushed- 
aluminium dash, replete with 180mph speedo 
and redline-free 1 0,000rpm rev counter, or spot- 
ting the ashtray, you might for a moment be 
kidded into thinking that a 47 is a proper road 
car. But it isn’t. Even sunk low in the fixed seat 
and peering upwards, playing with the lovely 
thin-rimmed wheel and the high gearlever, there 
are telltales. There’s the lack of a fuel gauge, the 
fact that everything is tagged or labelled - with 
the original Dymo

tape - that the window 
catches (opening for 
the passenger, port- 
holed for the driver) 
are stamped 47F. 

And that’s just on 
the surface: you could 
also throw in the facts 



According to the previous keeper, when the 
Lotus had its Tecalemit-Jackson system, plus 
massively tall ratios in the FT 200, the top speed 
that it achieved was 171mph on an airfield, 
briefly revving to 1 0,000rpm. . . and praying that 
it didn’t blow up. The mind boggles at the pros- 
pect of an FVA-engined version, but there is 
plenty of evidence that they were used in period. 

Even with such lunacy supposedly tempered, 
the pace is enough to make your eyes water, the 
47 being so sharp that you can hardly believe it. 
It feels so much more of an out-and-out race car 
than a 26R, yet also feels far more rigid with less 
body flex and a probably incorrect sensation that 
you are a little less vulnerable. What grand 
perceptions can be influenced by something as 
simple as the thickness of seat padding, hey? 

But it is in the more delicate matters that the 
47 most astonishes. The completely original yet

So tactile is the 47, so involving, that in this car 
you almost feel like a cog in the works. There is 
loads of mechanical thrashing and the engine is 
noisy and wonderfully fruity, yet it is the trans- 
mission that provides all the aural discomfort. 

There are lots of other minor worries for 
those moments when you are not 100% focused 
on driving (ie, only when the 47 is stationary), 
but each is balanced by something surprisingly 
thoughtful. Drinking in that cockpit and its orig- 
inal harnesses, admiring the amount of stowage 


that it is all rose-jointed, that there is a brake 
balance bar, and that much of the back end has to 
be dismantled to do almost any job (the top link 
of the rear suspension has to be released to take 
off the wheel). Even the chassis is shortened and 
the rear cradle is different. Then why not 
consider the history, the dominance of the great 
John Miles with a 47, ruling Group 4 until 
usurped by the Chevron B8s? Yes, this £2600 kit 
car (plus £5 0 if you wanted it built and exported) 
took on and vanquished, some would say humil- 
iated, the big boys. That’s not to say that it is a 
racer that you can’t use on the streets - the beauty 
of the 47 is that you can, just. Make no mistake, 
though, this is not even some homologation 
special, but an out-and-out racer masquerading 
as a road car. Think McLaren M6 rather than FI. 

If that doesn’t convince you, just fire it up 
again. Hell, just fire it up anyway. . .

THE PAST 

There's a story to each car in Ross Brawn's amazing 
collection - from Wilson-Pilcher to Pinzgauer and 5WB 
- as he tells Richard Heseltine on an exclusive tour

A s the wind swirls and blusters, 
and black clouds barrel our way 
from the east, now might not be 
the best time to ask if we can do a 
few driving shots. It’s a Ferrari 
250GT S WB, after all. Not only 
that, it’s ex- Rob Walker. It was 
aboard this glorious machine that Stirling Moss 
famously won the 1 960 Tourist Trophy at Good- 
wood. This car has history. This car matters. 
This car is worth more than you can imagine. 
Some owners are reticent - at best - to drive such 
valuable classics further than the end of their 
drive even when it’s bone dry. But not this one. 

Ross Brawn is not about to let a little (torren- 
tial) rain get in the way of enjoying himself. “It’s 
only water,” he says. “As long as there isn’t salt on 
the roads, I’m happy driving it.” Just when we 
thought this motorsport colossus couldn’t rise 
any further in our estimation. Over the past 
four-and-a-bit decades, the quietly spoken 
all-rounder has enjoyed towering success, 
whether it was penning all-conquering Jaguar 
Group C cars for Tom Walkinshaw or oversee- 
ing Benetton’s transformation from occasional 
Grand Prix victor into a World Championship 
contender. And that’s before you factor in his 
role in turning Ferrari from a pitlane joke into an 
omnipotent superpower. Oh, and interjecting a 
mood of calm consideration into proceedings 
after Honda abruptly departed Formula One in 
2008, keeping things afloat to fight on with his 
name above the door. The re-minted Brawn GP 
claimed the drivers’ and constructors’ titles a year 
later despite a major sponsorship shortfall. 

This is but a mere thumbnail sketch of a career 
that has featured rather more hits than misses. As 
such, Brawn has the means to indulge himself, 


but his 30-strong collection isn’t the work of a 
moment. To him, it’s more of an accumulation: 
“I buy cars I like; cars that interest me. I suppose 
I have eclectic taste, so some of them might not 
seem particularly obvious. I mean, I had several 
cars during the 70s that are now considered clas- 
sics: a Lotus Seven, an Elan and so on. Growing 
up, I used to look agog at cars such as the E-type. 
I was full of desire, but it wasn’t until the mid-to- 
late ’80s that I was in a position to buy something 
special. My first classic was a Mk2 3.8 that I 
bought while I was involved with Jaguar’s sports 
car programme. XK Engineering found me a 
nice example and later an E-type S 1 fhc. I still 
have them. As my career developed, I was able to

buy cars that had been out of reach. The first 
major purchase was a 275GTB/4 that I bought 
in the ’90s when there was a lull in the market.” 
The acquisition of the Walker blue ‘211 9GT’ 
was something else entirely: “The S WB was the 
aspirational dream. I already had an ex-Eric 
Clapton right-hand-drive road car with all-alu- 
minium body. In fact, I still have it so I wasn’t 
looking to buy another one. It all began with a 
cryptic text message from Jeremy Cottingham of 
DK Engineering. It read: ‘Do you want to buy 
the best Ferrari SWB in the world?’ To be 
honest, I thought he was referring to the 1961 
TT winner that belongs to Clive Beecham. Over 


subsequent texts, it dawned on me that he meant 
this car. The more I researched its history, the 
more excited I became. We teased each other for 
a few days, but then it became a bit serious. 

“It turned out that [then owner] Nigel Corner 
was keen that the car should stay in the UK and, 
after discussing things with Jeremy, he decided 
that I might be an appropriate custodian. Nego- 
tiations started and continued during my trip to 
Austin, Texas, for the US Grand Prix in Novem- 
ber 2012. I was taking calls at odd times 
throughout the race weekend. On returning 
home, I went to see the car and that was a very 
special moment. Bob Houghton looked it over 
and provided a second opinion. I then took a 
deep breath and bought it. I couldn’t resist.” 

But why this particular Ferrari? “It probably 
isn’t the best word to describe it, but this car has 
a certain aura. It was something of a freak in that 
it was raced extensively over a two-year period, 
with Stirling and Mike Parkes driving [the latter 
fielded by Tommy Sopwith], and then that was 
it. There was no gradual deterioration. It didn’t 
end up getting damaged in club racing or being 
chopped about. Not only that, like most enthu- 
siasts I grew up aware of Stirling and his many 
achievements. Sir Stirling and Lady Moss are 
good friends, and I think some of his charisma has 
rubbed off on this car. It isn’t just that, though. 
I have enjoyed immersing myself in its history.” 
This interest in tracing the car’s past life led to 
Brawn collaborating with Doug Nye on The 
Autobiography of2119GT: “I have known Philip 
Porter for some time. He has interviewed me 
several times regarding my involvement with the 
Jaguar Group C programme. During one of our 
chats, Philip told me about the Great Cars series. 
The idea started to germinate and the result is 
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this book. I was really chuffed when Doug agreed 
to write it. I like his style of journalism and 
admire how thorough he is. If you want to know 
something about motorsport history, Doug will 
probably have the answer. What’s more, he 
always tells a story in an entertaining way.” 
Warming to the theme, he adds: “Doug teased 
stuff out of me that I found fascinating. I was 
asked to write a few chapters and one of them 
concerns how the car might have been designed 
had today’s approaches and technology been 
available. That got me thinking about what we 
nowadays take for granted in terms of the design 
process. Thanks to data acquisition, simulation 
tools etc, we have access to a lot more informa- 
tion than was available back then. Even at the 
beginning of my motor-racing career, that sort 
of stuff was empirical and intuitive. For that 
reason, guys with experience and knowledge 
were invaluable. They had already made 
mistakes and had learned from them; they had a 
feel for which direction to go. Through a process 



of experimentation - try this, if it doesn’t work 
then try that - they arrived at solutions. Of 
course, this process is relatively crude because it 
can miss potential gains along the way. 

“That was the big comparison which I found 
absorbing. There has been a giant leap forward 
in terms of data-acquisition technology relative 
to those days. I remember what it was like in the 
1 970s when I first got into designing racing cars. 
I worked under Patrick Head at Williams for a 
long time, and we did the best we could with the 
information that was available, all the while 
aware that we were working in a vacuum. We 
were constantly trying to acquire data. 

“I tell the story in the book about building a 
six-channel mechanical recorder back in the late 
’70s. It comprised a pair of rollers with waxed 
paper and scribblers attached by Morse cable to 
all four suspension corners and the skirts. A key 
element towards the success of Williams during 
that period what that we had a greater under- 
standing of what the car was doing relative to our

rivals; of how the suspension was working and 
where the skirts were relative to the ground. 
Ferrari didn’t have anything like that more than 
half a century ago, but the SWB worked. It was 
the culmination of experience gained with the 
many 2 5 0-series models that had gone before it. 
And quite aside from its worth as a racer, it 
remains one of the most beautiful cars ever 
made. There isn’t a line wrong on it.” 

And with that, Brawn contorts his 6ft 2 in 
frame into the SWB’s cosy cockpit and fires its 
3 -litre VI 2 . “It makes such a fabulous noise,” he 
says, somewhat superfluously. While the Ferrari 
warms, there’s just enough time to take in the 
other cars housed nearby, which include a fabu- 
lous ’3 1 Invicta S-type and a 91 1 Carrera RS 2.7 
Touring: “I am getting more and more into the 
pre-war stuff. This Invicta used to belong to a 
friend, so I have known about it for some time. 
I’m not massively into Porsches, though, but 
I do love the RS. I’m good mates with John 
Watson - we’re fishing buddies - and he has 
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owned one ever since his first season in FI [for 
Hexagon] back in 1974. 1 tried buying his car, but 
‘Wattie’ wouldn’t sell it so I purchased this one.” 

With the SWB up to temperature, we’re off to 
a couple of industrial units located some distance 
from his Oxfordshire home - when matters take 
a turn for the surreal. It soon becomes a game of 
‘guess the car under the dust-sheet by outline 
alone’, with everything from a ’38 JAP-engined 
Morgan Super Sports to an ’09 Brawn BGP 001 
vying for attention. That’s before you consider 
the Ferrari 2 50GTE, the 2 88GTO, the F40 and 
the, er, Pinzgauer: “[Legendary engine designer] 
Mario Illien is a great friend and he had one at 
his place in Switzerland. He told me that the 
Swiss army was selling them off, so I bought one. 

“Most of the cars here mean something to me 
on a personal level. I have always liked ACs, 
which is why I bought the Ace with the 
Ruddspeed-Ford engine. It’s the ex-Betty Haig 
car. I also have a ’64 Cobra Mkll 289 which, to 
my mind, is much nicer than the later 42 7. It still

has the V8 rumble, but with a much prettier 
body.” Then there are the Mercedes 300SLs: 
“I bought the roadster a long time ago. The 
Gullwing used to belong to Stuart Graham, 
whose daughter worked for me at the Mercedes 
FI team. Most of my cars have some connection 
with people I know or have known. I tend to be 
familiar with cars long before I buy them.” 

A notable exception is his 1904 Wilson- 
Pilcher, an auction purchase aboard which Brawn 
has tackled the Brighton Run: “We finished by 
the skin of our teeth last year. The flywheel fell 
off! Now that I have more free time, I want to do 
more events. I would really like to do something

with the Invicta - perhaps a continental tour.” 
But is there any danger of him ever venturing 
on track in anger with 2119GT? “I’ve done 
several Goodwood events, which I enjoy. I also 
had fun at CarFest, where we auctioned passen- 
ger rides for charity. As for racing it, I am not a 
particularly fast driver so I would have to say ‘no’. 
This car was raced in period by people who were 
way more capable than I am, so I would hate to 
lose such originality by crashing it. The whole 
historic racing scene is changing. It has become 
deadly serious. Given the number of replicas, 
continuation cars, or whatever you want to call 
them, that are out there, I wouldn’t feel comfort- 
able driving around with the weight of history 
resting on my shoulders. I’d love to do some 
gentle rallies, though. The car needs exercising 
and I want people to see it.” Safe hands don’t 
come much safer, that’s for sure,

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FIT FOR A 
PRINCESS 

Ordered new by British royalty, this Rolls-Royce 
retains its aristocratic bearing. Martin Buckley 
puts on his smartest jacket and takes it for a drive

T he late Princess Margaret was 
one of Rolls-Royce’s most 
frequent royal customers. 
Beginning with a 1954 Phan- 
tom IV - one of 1 8 built mostly 
for heads of state - she owned 
seven in total. This 1980 Silver 
Wraith II was her last Rolls-Royce, ordered 
under the name ‘Mr Edgar’ (to maintain 
anonymity, presumably). It was the replacement 
for a rogue Wraith II - chassis LRH3 6 1 5 7 - that 
she’d owned for just nine months in 1979. That 
car was allegedly crab-tracked and had suffered 
other persistent snags that had resulted in it 
being returned to the factory at the start of 1 980. 

After Princess Margaret’s death in 2002, 
Viscount Linley disposed of his mother’s car 
along with other possessions. The new keeper 
corresponded with the Home Office about 
ownership of the private plate but the matter was 
settled with Linley. By some kind of special 
dispensation, the plate stayed with the car. 

Margaret was, of course, the Queen’s younger 
sister. She was considered a great beauty in her 
prime but was a woman who never quite got 
comfortable with her allotted role in life. From 
her doomed affair with Group Captain 
Townsend in the 1 950s to her racy exploits at her 
holiday retreat on Mustique in the ’70s, she led a 
life that was hardly off the front pages. 

Rarely without a cigarette and a G&T on the 
go, she sought the company of celebrities and 
had many affairs before, during and after her 
marriage, in 1960, to Lord Snowdon. That 
union was dissolved (with massive tabloid cover- 
age) in 1978, yet in the ’60s they were well 
known not just for their long- wheelbase Rolls- 
Royces but for the ‘off duty’ Aston Martins and 
Mini Coopers that they were photographed in. 
I wonder what happened to the Austin Metro- 
politan that their official dealer, Kenning Car 
Mart, gave them as a wedding present. . . 

Fastidiously looked after by Rolls-Royce at 
Park Royal - if anything, it was serviced more 
frequently than it needed to be - 3 GXM has still 
covered only 46,000 miles. Of those, 45,000 
were probably covered by the Princess or the 
various friends and important personages who 
were given use of the Silver Wraith when they 
were in town. Paul Getty and Ronald and Nancy 
Reagan certainly used the car in the 1980s. 


Princess Diana was often seen being driven in it 
in the months before she married Prince 
Charles. There are pictures of the Queen and 
the Queen Mother in the car, too. 

The Wraith II drives as tightly as the low 
miles suggest, isolating you from the hustle and 
bustle of London traffic and still with enough 
whispering acceleration to dispose of taxis and 
vans. Were it not for the flag and the royal crest, 
I doubt that it would garner much attention. Its 
narrow build, combined with a tight turning 
circle and light controls, makes it surprisingly 
practical West End transport. 

Finished in Cardinal Red with a black Ever- 
flex roof (standard on the Silver Wraith) and 
gold coachlines, the interesting thing about 
3 GXM is that it was ordered with a number of 
detailed internal modifications at the behest of 
the Princess. In fact, according the factory build 
sheets, many of the custom parts were trans- 
ferred directly from the previous ‘rogue’ car. 

Behind the wheel, the most instantly notice- 
able thing is that the dashboard is finished in 
matt rosewood (sometimes called ‘oiled teak’) 
rather than shiny walnut. Secondly, all of the

door tops are covered in black Nuella 5000 
Connolly leather rather than the usual walnut. 
Possibly HRH had an aversion to bling, or it 
might simply have been a way of stopping 
photographers’ flashes glaring too much. 

West of England cloth front and rear is an 
unusual but not unheard-of specification. The 
Princess, however, asked to have the piping on 
the backs of the rear seats moved by a few inches 
because it dug into her neck. The rear squab was 
made as low as possible for the same reason. The 
rear floor height is raised to accommodate her 
short legs (she was only 5ft lin tall). Green 
carpets with lamb’s-wool rugs are used through- 
out and there is a leather headlining. 

In the rear quarter panels, there are larger- 
than-standard vanity mirrors and additional 
spotlights - with switches in the ashtray panel - 
to give the public a better view of HRH when 
turning up to events. She deleted the ‘Duchess 
straps’ and the rear door armrests, but in the 
front the quarterlights 
open (as on the early 
Shadows), and there is 
a cushion between the 
front seats to accom- 
modate an extra 
person if necessary. 

The sound system is 
the original Blaupunkt 
Frankfurt stereo cassette, and in almost every 
respect the car is as delivered on 16 May 1980. 

The long-wheelbase Silver Shadows were 
officially introduced in May 1969, but Princess 
Margaret and Lord Snowdon had one of a pilot 
batch of 10 delivered to them in July 1967. 
Ordered once again through Kenning Car Mart, 
this first LWB ‘Chippendale dash’ Shadow 



replaced a 1960 Silver Cloud long wheelbase. It 
was specified in dark green with matching 
leather and carpets, satin brightwork plus a rear 
seat that was adjustable for height and rake, and 
had three fold-down armrests. The oiled teak 
dashboard and leather door caps have their 
origins in this car, which also had restyled dash- 
board switches and a Cloud/S -type ashtray in 
the front knee roll. 
According to the Rolls- 
Royce press release, all 
of these features were 
specified by the royal 
couple but this early 
long wheelbase didn’t 
have an Everflex roof 
or the smaller rear 
glass of the production version. The latter was 
darkened and there were Yale locks on the 
outside of both rear doors. 

John Blatchley, Rolls-Royce styling chief, 
designed a special internally lit coat of arms 
made of Perspex for the green car. An interesting 
detail, also found on the Wraith II, was the 
repeater flasher on the front wing let neatly into 



the waist trim rather than ‘floating’ in the middle 
of the panel as on the production car. 

Margaret replaced the original 1967 car (which 
was sold to Japan in ’73) with a new long wheel- 
base in ’7 land followed that up with a ‘flared 
arch’ long-wheelbase Silver Shadow in ’75. 

The following year, her long-term chauffeur 
David Griffin joined the royal household. He 
was made redundant when Margaret died in 
2002, by which time he was earning £1500 a 
month in return for a punishing seven-day-a- 
week regime that included running the Princess 
to her hairdresser twice a day in the Wraith, as

well as lunch, dinner and theatre engagements. 
His working day sometimes didn’t end until 
3 am, and he rarely exchanged more than a curt 
“good morning” with the Princess. 

The official long-wheelbase Silver Shadow 
was offered to the public from 1969. HJ Mulli- 
ner Park Ward simply cut standard Shadow 
bodyshells (from Pressed Steel) in half and, after 
letting in 4in behind the centre pillar - and 
fitting longer rear doors - sent the shells to 
Crewe for finishing. Generally they took four to 
five weeks longer to build than a standard- 
wheelbase car, and commanded a premium of 
£2 000 or more depending on whether you opted 
for the heavily padded electric division or went 
for the ‘owner driver’ version. 

There was a steady demand for them; 2776 
such ‘chrome bumper’ Silver Shadows were 
produced through to 1977. After it was 
relaunched as the Silver Wraith II, another 
2135 were sold in three years. The Bentley 
versions are among 
the rarest Crewe-built 
models: just nine T1 
long wheelbases were 
built and 10T2s. 

The Silver Wraith 
II, with its chin spoiler 
and impact bumpers, 
was named to evoke 
Crewe’s first post-war production car. It embod- 
ied all of the technical improvements found on 
the 1977 Silver Shadow II (principally much 
improved rack-and-pinion power steering and a 
superb bi-level air-conditioning system) and, as 
before, you could spot one by its smaller rear 
window and Everflex roof. One detail that 
differentiated the Wraith II from the Shadow II 



was that the former had Camargue/Corniche- 
type brushed-aluminium hubcaps. 

If Queen Elizabeth seemed to embody dignity 
and public service, Margaret was sometimes 
portrayed as a Civil List scrounger, yet she seem- 
ingly paid for this Rolls-Royce with her own 
money: all of the car’s paperwork is addressed to 
her at Kensington Palace, and the warranty 
document is signed by 
her private secretary. 
But although 3 GXM 
was her personal vehi- 
cle rather than a royal 
household car, it does 
still have the blue 
police light on the roof 
(operated via a switch 
in the glovebox). It also has the flagstaff and royal 
crescent that you screw into position (with some 
difficulty) through an access hole in the roof. 

Today, the only items missing from its royal 
days are the police radio in the glove compart- 
ment and the privacy blind from the rear 
window. There is even a Kensington Palace 
parking permit still in the front screen, which 



apparently allowed the Wraith to be parked 
anywhere. Sadly, it is no longer valid. 

Princess Margaret must have liked Shadows. 
She owned five and kept 3 GXM until her death, 
by which time the car was 22 years old and two 
generations out of date. Perhaps not what you 
would expect of a woman with a £20m personal 
fortune, famed for her high living and a persona 
that could out-posh the Queen herself.

Former Fiat boss Giovanni Agnelli built up 
an enviable collection of often-bespoke cars 
James Page gets behind the wheel of his 
spectacular, and unique, Testarossa Spider

G iovanni Agnelli was the Italian 
tycoon from Central Casting. 
Born into enormous wealth and 
married to a fellow aristocrat, he 
eventually came to own most of 
Italy’s car industry, two of its 
major newspapers, one of its 
biggest football clubs and a ski resort. At one 
point, he was involved with companies that 
between them made up 25% of the country’s 
stock market, and he did it all with a natural ease, 
charm and style that enabled him to mix with 
heads of state, political dynasties and interna- 
tional powerbrokers. This was a man who 
counted Henry Kissinger among his friends. 

Where Silvio Berlusconi was all gaff-prone 
buffoonery and something of a laughing stock, 
Agnelli was grace personified, a man from an 
earlier era who became a fashion icon as well as 
one of Europe’s richest people. When he retired 
in the 1990s, one commentator referred to him 
as “the uncrowned king of Italy”. 

Agnelli was the grandson of one of the found- 
ers of Fiat - who was also called Giovanni - and 
born on the family estate in Villar Perosa, near 
Turin, in 192 1. He served in a cavalry regiment 
during WW2, and also managed to qualify in 
law, which earned him the lasting nickname 
lAvvocato - the lawyer. 

Following the war, he not surprisingly seemed 
more interested in being a playboy than settling 
into the family business - and he certainly had 
the means with which to pursue that course. He 
was a regular in the casinos and ski resorts of 
Europe, mixing with the likes of Prince Rainier 
and being romantically linked to, among others, 
Rita Hayworth, Anita Ekberg and socialite 
Pamela Churchill Harriman. 

A serious car accident in 1952 led to him 
changing his outlook somewhat and focusing 
more on Fiat. He married Marella Caracciolo - 
daughter of Don Filippo Caracciolo, Prince of 
Castagneto - and went to work as vice president 
alongside Vittorio Valletta. The latter retired 
in 1966 and handed over to Agnelli control of a 
company in good health. 

Over the course of the next three decades, 
Fiat’s fortunes ebbed and flowed, but even in the 
most turbulent of times Agnelli’s standing 
seemed hardly diminished. Having spent the 
first 30 or so years of his life keenly pursuing a

hedonist dream, he settled effortlessly into the 
role of elder statesman. 

As you’d expect of a man who was at the 
head of Fiat, Lancia, Alfa Romeo, Maserati and 
Ferrari, Agnelli was a passionate car enthusiast. 
And it wasn’t just exotica, either. He kept a fleet 
of Fiat Pandas, for a start, including one of the 
Moretti-built Rocks, as well as a brace of 
130-based estates (C<zhSC,May2013). 

Even well into old age, Agnelli drove himself 
around. “The chauffeur never drives,” he once 
said. “I always [do], it’s a habit of mine. Once, 
when people travelled by horse-drawn vehicles, 
they said: ‘There are those who prefer to sit on 
the box and those who prefer to sit inside the 
carriage’. I prefer sitting on the box.” 

He also had a weakness for open-top cars, 
ordering a Lancia Delta Integrale Spider that 
he used during the summer in St Moritz, as well 
as the car that you see here. It is the only Testa- 
rossa Spider that was officially commissioned 


and built in-house by Ferrari, and was 
constructed especially for Agnelli. The paint, for 
example, links the first two letters of his surname 
to the periodic table abbreviation for silver - Ag. 
The blue striping is a bespoke touch, too. 

By the time that it was delivered to him in 
1986, it had been two years since the standard 
model was launched at Paris’ Porte de Versailles. 
Evoking the name of a famous sports-racer from 
the 1950s, the Testarossa was a development of 
the Berlinetta Boxer line but reworked by Pinin- 
farina, which designed and built the body. The 
intention was to bring the ageing flat- 12 series 
up to date in terms of emissions and safety, and 
in many ways the model signalled Ferrari ’s shift 
towards cars that were shorn of their idiosyncra- 
cies, becoming more user-friendly, comfortable 
and - in relative terms at least - practical. 

The radiators were therefore shifted from the 
nose to the back in order to reduce cockpit 
temperatures, with those signature side strakes 


being a necessary addition to the huge vents that 
were dictated by such a move. It also meant that 
there was more room up front for luggage. 

Thanks to the advent of turbocharged units 
and ground-effect aerodynamics, by the early 
1980s the flat- 12 engine no longer had a link 
to Maranello’s Formula One cars, as it had done 
throughout the 1970s. Ferrari persisted with the 
famous unit, however, and though the Testarossa 
shared the 512BBi’s basic block, there were - 
among myriad other changes - new four-valve 
cylinder heads and an updated ignition system 
to give a power output of 3 90bhp. 

The car’s wheelbase was extended, too, to give 
better weight distribution, and it was bigger all 
round than the previous model. Picture one now 
and you will no doubt consider its width, which 
is accentuated - especially on the Spider - by its 
lack of height. In truth, though, it is roughly 
as wide as a current BMW 5 Series, and doesn’t 
feel unwieldy from behind the wheel.

Our day with it begins at the premises of 
Charles Pozzi, the renowned marque specialist 
that was established by the late former racing 
driver. Navigating small side-streets and 
heading west to Paris’ suburbs, it’s difficult to 
imagine yourself in Agnelli’s place, gunning the 
Ferrari up a mountain pass or heading to the 
coast for lunch in a glamorous location with 
Marella in the passenger seat. 

Inside, it’s pretty much standard Testarossa, 
which means a dashboard composed entirely of 
straight lines, plus orange dials - the ones for the 
water temperature and fuel level joining a digital 
clock in the centre console. Further back along 
that lie myriad switches, levers and knobs. 
I discovered what some of them did; others 
remained a mystery. 

Mechanically, the Agnelli Spider is identical 
to the production berlinetta. The pedals are 
offset towards the centre of the car while, at low 
speed, the clutch and unassisted steering are 
both heavy. In all other respects, it’s a surpris- 
ingly benign and easy thing to drive. The tall 
first is on a dogleg in the traditional open gate, 


but such is the torque on offer from the big 
flat- 12 that gear selection is all but redundant. 

On damp roads such as these, even modest 
throttle openings are enough to unstick the rear 
Michelin TRXs, yet the initial surge isn’t as 
instant or as eye-opening as you might expect. 
Where the Testarossa really scores is in its long- 
legged nature, a feeling that it just won’t stop 
pulling. It’s never anything other than turbine- 
smooth, and by the time that you’re over 
4000rpm it’s really starting to get under way, and 
certainly going far more quickly than is prudent 
on urban Parisian roads. The sound, however, 
is surprisingly discreet - even when provoked in 
one of the French capital’s long tunnels. 

It is, by all accounts, steady as a rock well into

three-figure speeds, the perfect car for Agnelli to 
surge along the autostrada. It also rides well and 
feels remarkable solid, Ferrari clearly putting a 
huge amount of thought into the extra strength- 
ening dictated by lopping off the roof. 

Not that I mean to reduce this car to being 
merely a Testarossa chop, because that would be 
very far from the truth. Instead, it is a well- 
resolved design, from the way in which those 
distinctive sides merge into the vast rear panel, 
to the layout of the white hood. It is beautifully 
thought out, right the way down to the remova- 
ble wind deflector that clips into place along the 
top of the windscreen frame. 

And that’s not all. Agnelli also had in his 
collection an F40 that had been fitted with the 
Valeo gearchange system, which uses an electro- 
mechanical actuator to operate the clutch rather 
than a traditional pedal. It was initially devel- 
oped for Lancia’s rally cars before, many years 
later, being fitted to a small number of Mondials. 
In operation, if not execution, it’s a little like 
Citroen ’s C-Matic - you just move the gearstick, 
doing nothing with your left leg, and the clutch 



is engaged and disengaged automatically. 

Quite by accident, while Artcurial’s Matthieu 
Lamour is scrolling through the various buttons 
on the Testarossa’s centre console, he finds an 
unmarked one that retracts the clutch pedal. It 
would appear that this Spider was given the same 
treatment as the patrician’s F40. 

It’s touches such as this that make the Agnelli 
car unique. Other Testarossa Spiders were made 

- the Sultan of Brunei had at least two - but they 
were unofficial conversions, albeit in some 
instances produced by Pininfarina. Agnelli held 
on to it until his death in 2003, when it passed to 
a friend with whom he used to play poker. 

Fiat had suffered a dip in fortunes throughout 
the 1990s, and there was also personal tragedy 
to deal with. His only son - Edoardo, who had 
struggled to find his way in life and was never 
considered as a potential successor to his father 

- committed suicide in 2000. Three years earlier, 
his nephew, who was also named Giovanni, had 
succumbed to cancer at the age of just 33. Agnelli 
himself officially retired in 1996, but retained a 
high profile. After he died, the Fiat production 



line was momentarily paused in tribute to him. 

As for the Testarossa in general, for a long 
time it suffered something of an image problem, 
but its stock has been on the rise for a while. And 
that’s nothing more than it deserves because, 
Miami Vice and Out Run connotations aside, it is 
a sublime super-GT - luxurious, well equipped 
and possessed of epic pace. The fact that this 
example is a one-off, a carefully engineered gift 
to one of the most influential figures in modern 
Italian history, raises its standing yet higher. 

And in silver, it even manages a level of 
subtlety and discretion that you wouldn’t expect 
of a Testarossa convertible. Where it could easily 
have been vulgar, it is instead cool and stylish - 
although it could be argued that much of that is 
down to the reflective glow of its first owner, as 
well as the renaissance of 1980s cars in general. 

“Everybody tries to be a playboy,” Agnelli once 
said. “Some manage it, others don’t.”

M artin Buckley has changed. As 
we all found a suitable bit of 
Port’s Land-Rover on which 
to balance our supermarket 
sandwiches and soft drinks, 
he produced a full-on picnic 
hamper, complete with a 
bottle of sparkling pink wine. However much he 
tried to protest that it had been given to him and 
that he didn’t really want it anyway, we concluded 
that here was a Northerner who had spent too 
long living in the Cotswolds. He was even driv- 
ing a Range Rover, for goodness sake. 

Not, of course, that it stopped us opening the 
wine and distributing a taste among the drivers 
on this year’s Poor Boys Tour, leaving the rest of 
it to the only passenger on board - an arrange- 
ment with which Len Hand seemed happy. The 
idea behind our latest outing was simple: start 
with Bicester Heritage, visit a couple of historic 
hillclimbs in the shape of Kop Hill and Aston 
Clinton, stop overnight in Hungerford, then end 
up at the Thatcham Classic the next morning. 

The turnout of Our classics was impressive. 
Apart from the aforementioned 4x4s, there were 
two MGs in the form of GregMacLeman’s BGT 
and my 1 3 00, two open British sports cars (James 
Mann’s Healey 3000 and the E-type belonging 
to Hand’s wife Gaynor Cauter), an Italian beauty 
(Mick Walsh’s Alfa Duetto) and a German tin- 
top (David Evans’ BMW 2002). 

Sadly, we were missing our international GT. 
The day before setting out, James Elliott’s 
Jensen Interceptor had suffered what he called a 
‘commuting meltdown’, and was resolutelyrefus- 
ing to run properly. The squad was therefore 
completed by an interloper in the shape of Ford 


Heritage’s wonderful Capri 280, which currently 
classic-less Malcolm Thorne had borrowed. 

So, first stop Bicester Heritage. Evans had to 
temporarily abort due to a random hesitation on 
the BMW, and fixed it in time to join the tailback 
for the Blackwall Tunnel. Walsh, MacLeman 
and Thorne met at Stokenchurch just off the 
M40 to take a cross-country route to Bicester, 
and Port decided to stick two fingers up to the 
approaching winter. The previous night, he’d 
removed the tilt and the hoodsticks, unbolted 
the door tops and frames, and enjoyed a topless 
run from Thatcham. He even folded the wind- 
screen flat for the last couple of miles, then spent 
most of the morning trying to thaw out. 

As Port passed the time engaged in Series IIA 
chat with Dan Geoghegan, Bicester Heritage 
chairman and fellow Land-Rover enthusiast - 
they’re everywhere now - the rest of us began to 
arrive. Buckley’s Range Rover V8 was audible 
from miles away, and he was the first to make use 
of the site’s range of specialists. As we began our 
tour, in the capable hands of Tiggy Atkinson, the 
car was raucously driven into Ryan Edwards’ 
exhaust fabrication workshop for remedial work. 

It’s a remarkable site, this. In 1916, the Royal 
Flying Corps moved in and, following WW1, it 
became a training depot before being turned 
into a bomber station. In WW2, the Hawker 
Hart, Bristol Blenheim and Handley Page Hali- 
fax were all flown out of here, and it remained an 
active military base until 1976. 

The facility then stood dormant for almost 40 
years, before the current custodians took it on 
and set about transforming it into a hub for all 
manner of automotive businesses. We popped in 
to see Classic Performance Engineering, where

Buckley and Walsh took great interest in 
Geoghegan’s ex-Earl Howe Fiat Topolino, which 
is awaiting restoration. Dealers Robert Glover 
and James Mitchell of Pendine are also here. 
The latter navigates around it on his classic James 
motorcycle - a close second in terms of our 
favourite on-site transport to the oily-rag Fergu- 
son tractor - while Historit makes use of one of 
the four hangars for its storage business. 

Ewan Getley has been here since day one, his 
Kingsbury Racing firm having recently moved 
into a different building that perfectly houses the 
Bentleys currently being worked upon. In fact, 
each premises has an atmosphere and charisma 
of its own, from Glover’s Power House - which 
featured in The Imitation Game - to Mitchell’s 
Blast House and Edwards in The Main Stores. 

It holds a personal interest for one of the 
C&SC team as well. Martin Port’s Dad was 
stationed here in the late ’ 60 s when he returned

Port 
Junior left with only one nagging regret - that he 
never got to see the air-raid shelter that the team 
has recently begun to open up. 

As a parting shot, we are allowed to drive 
around the twisty section of perimeter road that 
serves as a test track. Walsh and Buckley hopped 
aboard Glover’s Lancia, while Mann took the 
chance to try both MacLeman’s MGB and Caut- 
er’s E-type, and Thorne jumped in the Healey. 

That done, it was time to head down to Kop 
Hill. Rather than suffer the A41 roadworks, 
Walsh suggested that we cut across towards 
Thame and then on to Princes Risborough. The 
old hillclimb itself lies just to the south-east of 
town, and is easy to find. We lined up on the 
start-finish area, and tucked into lunch while 
watching red kites circle overhead. 

Once ranked alongside Shelsley Walsh and 
Aston Clinton as one of the most prestigious 
hillclimbs in the UK, Kop Hill is also remem- 
bered as the place where Francis Giveen crashed 
his Bugatti into the crowd in 1925. His accident 
fortunately caused no fatalities, but contributed 
to the ban on holding motorsport events on 



There was no point in all of us turning around 
and Port was clearly going to be the most useful, 
so he headed back to see if he could get it going. 
Buckley reckoned that the points had closed up; 
Port found more than that: “The opposing faces 
of the points had become dramatically offset, the 
arm that ran onto the distributor lobe had worn 
to such an extent that it wouldn’t make contact, 
and the base-plate in the distributor itself was 
spinning around like a fairground ride.” 

He did, however, manage to reposition the 
points and get the thing started again, at which 
juncture Buckley set off - in his usual style - for 
a maximum-attack, 6000rpm test drive. 

The rest of us, meanwhile, had made our way 
to Aston Clinton. We discreetly parked in the 
golf club that’s near the beginning of the old 
course, which runs south from Upper Icknield 
Way - Thorne marvelling at my ability to some- 
how include golf on the itinerary, and Cauter 
pointing out every Jag within a quarter of a mile. 
Evans and Walsh set off to try to find the small 
monument that records this site’s significance to 
the Aston Martin story - the success that Lionel 
Martin enjoyed here inspired him to incorporate

public roads. Now, a popular revival meeting has 
brought machinery from that era and beyond 
back to the Buckinghamshire venue. 

In a modern single-seater, the layout would be 
extremely fast. From the start, it curves gently 
left and starts to rise. There is a straighter section 
halfway up that levels out slightly, but the steep- 
est part is through the right-hand kinks near the 
top. That gradient is what constitutes most of 
the challenge in a vintage car. 

Mann took care of the flamboyant starting 
duties so that Cauter could perform a run up the 
hill, and we reconvened at the top - which is now 
difficult to compare to period photographs due 
to the growth of surrounding trees. From there, 
we could chart a course to Aston Clinton, which 
is only 10 miles or so north-west of Kop Hill. 
Most of us set off, but soon there was a phonecall 
from photographer Baker, informing us that 
Buckley’s Range Rover had failed to proceed. 


it into the name of his new marque - spotting it 
only on a return run back down the hill. 

The memorial is almost hidden near the old 
finish line, set back from the road in a car park. 
We all decamped up there, the course again being 
notable for having gradient as its main challenge 
rather than tricky corners. That done, we filed 
back to Kop Hill to find a Range Range that was 
running but not too healthy, and charted various 
courses to our overnight stop at Hungerford. 

I say Various’ - that wasn’t the intention but 
we almost immediately went our separate ways. 
Port, Evans (after a quick u-turn) and I took the 
favoured cross-country option, Mann and Walsh 
a variation on that theme, while Cauter, Thorne 
and MacLeman made the mistake of following 
Gaynor’s satnav. That rookie error led them on 
to the westbound M4 on a Friday evening. 

Once I’d led our splinter group out of Princes 
Risborough and to Wallingford, Port took over.

He used to work around here and knew the best 
back-roads to avoid the traffic. From Streatley, 
we cut across to Aldworth and Hampstead 
Norreys before heading down to Donnington 
and picking up the A4. With the sun setting, it 
was a fantastic run, and Walsh and Mann were 
having a similarly exhilarating drive down from 
Wantage, further to the west. 

We all met up at the Three Swans in Hunger- 
ford, most of us talking about a great drive across 
country as the sun set. There was less waxing 
lyrical from those who’d endured the M4. 

With steak, cheesecake, wine, beer and whisky 
consumed, Mann’s competitive streak emerged 
as he opened up the Great 2015 Beer Mat Flip- 
ping Contest. He managed 10, as did Port and I. 
Thorne scoffed at that, only to scatter them all 
over the floor with his attempt. Mann and I got 
up to 20, but Port was the clear champion, flip- 
ping and catching 28. We then called it a night.

Everyone was up bright and early the follow- 
ing morning for the 12 -mile jaunt along the A4 
to the Thatcham Classic. Port organises the 
excellent annual car show on Dunstan Green, so 
he’d left at 7am (having been told, incorrectly as 
it turned out, that he’d be able to have breakfast 
before he left) and the rest of us met him there. 
MacLeman had double-booked himself for the 
Saturday, so he’d had to return to London, but 
otherwise we were still at full strength. 

When the Thatcham Classic started in 2006, 
organisers were given 12 spaces in a car park. 
Three times that many turned up, and attend- 
ance has grown significantly ever since. By the 
time the show officially opened at 10am, most of 
the field had been filled and Port was working 
out where to put anyone else who arrived. 

In all, about 2 50 vehicles were there, spanning 
80 years of motoring history. Pre-war machinery 
shared the field with modern classics. In fact, 



when Evans stopped for fuel in Newbury, a mint 
Sierra Cosworth had pulled onto the forecourt. 
Duncan and Teresa Tough were also en route to 
Thatcham, and had twice owned the Moonstone 
Blue example. “We purchased it from the first 
owner when it was 10 years old,” said Duncan, 
“but I sold it about a year later when I set up my 
business. We subsequently bought it back from 
the people we sold it to about five years ago!” 

Then there was the ’65 Land-Rover Series IIA 
that Andrew and Tiffany Jewitt had driven from 
Devizes, Wiltshire - Tiffany’s grandfather had 
bought it new. And Peter Ellison brought the 
wonderful 1936 Riley Sprite that he purchased 
as his first car in ’59. On the trailer behind it was 
his first motorcycle, an Indian. 

There were commercial vehicles, pre-war 
Rolls-Royces, rare Lancias, American muscle 
cars, 1950s British saloons, road-legal dragsters, 
’80s hot hatches - all sorts. Gradually, they 



drifted away and, having selected the Lancia 
Flaminia and Flavia of Mick and Linda Oxberry 
as joint Cars of Show, we did likewise. There 
were various mechanical maladies to attend to 
on some of the cars - my MG and Evans’ BMW 
weren’t running at 1 00% - but nothing terminal. 
Even the Range Rover had made it, thanks to 
Port’s fettling and Buckley’s refusal to give up. 

Thoughts soon turned to 2016 plans, and the 
potential for a cross-Channel excursion, but this 
had been another memorable Poor Boys. Port 
summed it up best: “Great weather, good roads, 
kindred spirits and some brilliant locations - all 
in some wonderful old motors that did what was 
asked of them - and ending up in a field of people 
sharing the same passion. Doesn’t get much 
better than that, does it? ” ^353*

A ppearances are deceptive. This 
lithe, liquiform beauty might 
just be the perfect sports car, its 
exquisite shape taking you on a 
grand tour of the best of Italian 
coachbuilding. But only a tiny 
constructor’s badge gives a hint 
as to what it might be. Lancia? There’s a touch of 
D24 about the front. No. Cisitalia? Almost. 
From the rear there’s even a light dusting of 
Porsche 550 Spyder, but it came from Turin. 
Viewed alone, there are no clues to its size. It 
looks tiny, although it’s actually about as big as an 
MGA, its extreme limbo accentuating the width. 
You think you’ve seen it before but that’s master 
craftsman Motto’s art at work, because this 
sublime roadster is the only one in the world. 
And you can join the dots from this delicate 
beauty back to the MG Midget: not the open- 
top A3 5, but the T-series of the 1 93 Os. 

Though Abingdon’s sports car had been grate- 
fully received after WW2 , pretty soon American 
racers realised that its square-rigged profile was 
hampering top speed - even when propelled by 
Ford V8s - and that better aerodynamics would 
help. So one enterprising hotshoe had a sleek all- 
enveloping body devised by Carrozzeria Motto 
in Turin. The first one was built on a TD frame, 
but that was deemed too heavy and agricultural, 
even with its independent front end, so a better 
chassis was commissioned from GilCo - Gilberto 
Colombo. Two more cars were made, and bodied 
the same way. That left a third chassis, which 
ended up as the car here. It’s based, in finest etce- 
terini tradition, on Fiat 1100 mechanicals, with 
Motto coachwork styled by Michelotti. 

Its history isn’t quite that simple, though, as its 
owner, Coldplay member Guy Berryman, has 
found out during his exhaustive research. Origi- 
nally it was slated to have a Fiat 8V ‘Otto Vu’ 
engine, but the car ended up with a tuned 1 100S 
motor, which made it suitable for Sports Car 
Club of America (SCCA) Class G racing. 

It raced only once, and was then put away for 
40 years, not long after appearing at the Henry 
Ford Museum’s 1956 Sports Cars in Review 
exhibition - an annual showcase of the world’s 
latest and most exotic machinery. 

Berryman acquired it in 2 0 1 3, and takes up the 
story: “In 1953, three special-bodied TDs were 
built. MG racer Dave Ash was convinced that 
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the mechanical components of the TD could be 
competitive if given a light and aerodynamic 
body Carrozzeria Motto in Turin was enlisted to 
reshell the MGs because it was the known master 
of creating lightweight aluminium coachwork 
for sports cars. Two of these TDs were built on a 
tubular frame designed and produced by GilCo, 
a specialist in race-car chassis fabrication. The 
Motto-MGs proved to be very successful in 
SCCArace meetings and caught the attention of 
Paul Farago when they beat his Siata.” 

He adds: “Farago was an Italian living in 
Detroit. He was a mechanic, racer and car builder 
who later became an engineer for Chrysler. 
Inspired by the Motto-MGs, Farago instructed 
Carrozzeria Motto to make a similar barchetta on 
the same GilCo ‘diamond’ frame that was 
designed for the MGs. It was styled by the prolific 
Giovanni Michelotti, but by the time that the 
body and chassis had arrived in the US, Farago ’s 
commitments with Chrysler left him little time 
to build the specials that he had become well 
known for. So the Motto-bodied project was 
passed on to fellow SCCA racer Max Goldman, 
who took charge of assembling the car.” 

Berryman has talked to Goldman’s son, also 
called Max, who says that a tremendous amount 
of time went into constructing the car in their 
workshop in Ann Arbor, Michigan. Starting in 
mid-1954, it was created over 12 months or so 
with the help of notable engineers John Camden 
(GM, Camden Superchargers) and Richard 
Lyeth (Lyeth Engineering, Hi-Tork Differen- 
tial). It was painted India Ivory from Chevrolet’s 
1954 colour palette. John Camden recalls that 


the motor built for the car by Paul Farago was 
“an 1100 Simca ‘four’ with a modified cylinder 
head, special Winfield camshaft and dual side- 
draught Weber carburettors with tubular intake 
manifold” and that it was “a hot little number”. 

Farago had already proved himself to be an 
expert with tuned Fiat-based engines that were 
measured to produce more than lOObhp per 
litre, which was a remarkable achievement at the 
time for a normally aspirated motor. 

“Farago intended to fit a Fiat 2 -litre because 
he had owned 8V Ghias and the Supersonic,” 
says Berryman, “but 8V engines were not easy to 
come by and, by the time the car arrived in the 
US, he offered Goldman a race-tuned 1100 unit. 
One of the conversations we had when restoring 
it was whether we should be using an 8V as orig- 
inally intended. If I’d been earlier I could have 
had the 8V it was meant to have, but that engine 
has now gone back into the car it belongs in.” 

Goldman was eager to drive his new Motto- 
bodied spider and entered it for an SCCArace at 
Watkins Glen in September 1955. 

“John Camden remembers helping to set the 
car up with Max at a private track at Waterford 
Hill before the meeting,” explains Berryman, 
“but the Watkins Glen entry is recorded as a 
‘Did Not Arrive’ - presumably because the car 
was not fully race-prepared.” 

Towards the end of 1955, Goldman agreed 
with Frank Davis, the Curator of Mechanical 
Arts at the Henry Ford Museum, that the spider 
would be displayed in the museum’s 1956 Sports 
Cars in Review exhibition. On 13 January, it 
appeared for three weeks alongside a Mercer

Raceabout, Jaguar D-type, Mercedes Gullwing, 
Lancia B24 Spider, Ferrari 250 Europa and the 
sensational Ferrari 250GT Berlinetta Speciale: 
“Max showed a certain sense of humour by 
naming his Motto spider the Goldmanini, 
perhaps hoping to convince the general public 
that the car was an entirely Italian creation.” 

By the summer of 1 95 6, Goldman had decided 
to sell the barchetta , because he had purchased 
the John Bentley ex-Sebring Abarth Boano 
2 07A 1100 Spider, which was likely to have been 
more of a front-runner. His Goldmanini was 
bought by John Camden’s old school friend and 
Pontiac employee, Dan Hosier, who had seen it 
in the Sports Cars in Review show. He drove the 
spider to Flint for a time-trials session and once 
to Owosso Speedway for a race that was to be its 
first and last competitive event. 

Writer and historian Karl Ludvigsen visited 
the car at about this time. He was spending that 
summer working for GM in Detroit and took an 
interest in any auto activities going on around 
town. He took a series of photos showing the 


car’s construction, and these helped massively to 
get the details exactly right during restoration. 

After the Goldmanini had languished in Dan 
Hosier’s garage for almost 10 years, in mid-’65 
he advertised it for sale in Road & Track maga- 
zine. It was bought by a man from Ohio and 
taken away on a trailer, but was never paid for so 
Hosier had to go and retrieve it. He continued to 
correspond with potential buyers, retaining 
copies that have provided a valuable source of 
the spider’s history, and it was eventually 
purchased by Peter Zobian in 1 973. 

Zobian paid $450 for the car and trailered it, 
part-disassembled, to his home in Ann Arbor - 
where it stayed until it was bought by Berryman. 

As Berryman recalls: “I’d been talking to Peter 
about another car and he sent an old picture of it 
on his driveway - and behind that I saw this very 
interesting barchetta and thought: ‘What’s that?’ 
He replied: ‘That’s my Motto-bodied spider. I’ve 
had it 40 years and I’m going to be buried in it.’ 
And then, later, I got the call. . . ” 

Berryman snapped it up. He’s passionate 
about his cars and is a proper petrolhead, having 
started playing with his dad’s MGB at home in 
Kirkcaldy as a lad, but admits that he only has 
“chunks” of time to devote to his classics, the day 
job taking him away for long periods. 

Thornley Kelham became involved when 
founders Simon Thornley and Wayne Kelham 
stumbled across the Goldmanini in storage and 
Kelham “fell in love with it”. 

“We didn’t have the time to do it here [at his 
Gloucestershire home, where he maintains an 
impressive workshop],” says Berryman, “and we 
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Michelin Semi-slick TBS 

are now not only road legal but 
have been accepted as period 
tyres for MSA and FI A rallies.

wanted to get things moving. Because Wayne 
had been so enthusiastic, we sent it to them.” 
The shell was in pretty good shape, as Berry- 
man points out: “It had covered only about 60 
miles, so the body was just about perfect.” But it 
never had a handbrake, which the TK men had 
to engineer: “By that time, I’d already spent two 
years researching the car, getting pictures from 
Max Goldman’s son, so, when we came to rebuild 
it, we knew every detail. I had to find a fuel tank 
from a ’53 VW Beetle - not a ’52 ora ’54 -but 
the Webers came with the car. The only other 
model that uses them - and I know this because 
I have one - is the Alfa 6C-2 500.” 

With the original front bumpers left off for 
now, there’s a hint of D24 about the nose, but the 
spider is similar in shape to other Motto-built 
cars of the period, such as the Siata 208S. It’s 
clearly related to - though much more shapely 
than - the slabby Motto MGs. 

Says Berryman: “Goldman had the front over- 
riders fitted upon completion, but he must have 
removed them for the car’s display at Sports Cars 
in Review. I felt for its appearance at Salon Prive 
that it would be nice to follow suit. The original 
Motto-crafted over-riders are still present and 
I may decide to refit them at some point.” 
Under that beautiful skin is Fiat 1100 front 
suspension that looks like a Morris Minor set-up 
executed by elegant Italians, and a simple leaf- 
sprung rear. There are classic ’50s sports-racer 
cues everywhere: all-synchro ’box, finned ally 
sump, 7000rpm Sun rev counter with control 
unit on the engine side of the bulkhead, plus tiny 
Porsche Speedster-style bucket seats. But this car 


is so low that it’s easier to look over or around the 
Perspex ’screen rather than through it. There are 
stainless-steel scoops under the back of the sills, 
though it’s unclear whether they’re intended for 
brake cooling or wheel spray deflection. 

Being basically Fiat 1100, it is remarkably 
untemper amen tal to drive. There’s no ignition 
switch so you just turn on the power via the 
battery cut-off in front of the passenger seat, then 
prod the starter button. The chassis is superbly 
balanced and the steering a little stiff, but when 
we drove the car it was fresh from the concours 
with hardly any miles on it. The brakes are firm 
and powerful, too, the vented Fiat drums being 
perfectly adequate for the flyweight they have to 
arrest. None of the gauges work, except for oil 
pressure (and if you’re going to have only one. . .), 
but they will, including that fabulous Sun tacho. 

The tuned Simca (nee Fiat) 1 100S motor is, 
however, incredibly raucous - think Mini 
Cooper sans even an exhaust manifold - thanks 
to the tips of the twin sidepipes being only 6ft 
from the exhaust valves, with nothing but nature 
in between. Still, Mercedes 300SLRs are the 
same and we forgive them. A solution may be 
devised, but for now those and the very short 
gearing keep trips short. A taller diff has been 
found, and that should make actually going 
places in it a more relaxing proposition. 

And, though it landed the award for Most 
Sensitive Restoration at Salon Prive last summer, 
driving it is the plan. Berryman fancies taking 
the car touring in Italy - where it came from, 
after all: “It would be nice for Franco, Rocco 
Motto’s son, to see it.” ' m **SSF*

MADEIRA DRIVE TO 
ROUSING CHEERS’ 

While Brighton Run novice James Page 
concentrates on trying to complete the historic, 
event, Mick Walsh meets some of the other 
competitors and their amazing machines

T he entire experience could so 
easily have lasted only a few 
yards, ending with two innocent 
bystanders being mown down 
by an out-of-control veteran 
car. As it turned out, the gap 
between the pair of enthusiasts 
happily walking around the Crawley lunch halt 
was a few inches - at most - wider than our Vaux- 
hall and we made it through. After a moment of 
panic, I remembered what the various levers and 
pedals did, then settled down and set a course for 
Brighton. They, on the other hand, are probably 
still sleeping with the lights on. 

Such moments are perhaps to be expected 
when two complete novices take on the famous 
60-mile pilgrimage. It had all seemed like such a 
lark back in February, when I’d said to VauxhaH’s 
Simon Hucknall that I’d never done the Bonhams 
London to Brighton Veteran Car Run, and that 
it was an abiding ambition. We were standing by 
the Heritage Centre’s 1903 and 1904 machines 
at the time, and plans were immediately put in 
place for us to take part. Both cars are entered 
each year; we would be on the later one. 

Our ‘plans’ amounted to keeping in touch 
through the summer and then, on the Monday 
before the Run, deciding that we should at least 
see whether we could actually drive the thing. 

That seemed sensible, so we put ourselves in the 
hands of Andy Boddy and Terry Forder for a bit 
of tuition in Luton. At first, we would be limiting 
ourselves to circuits of the car park. 

Starting a veteran is not the work of a moment. 

First - in the case of our Vauxhall, at least - you 
turn on the fuel tap, which is underneath the seats. 

Then, you remove the floor panel and prime the 
carburettor. That done, you need to check that 
the advance/retard control (a rod that the driver 
can raise and lower) is completely down, then 
you hold the inlet valve open with one hand 
while cranking the engine with the other. 

We’re not finished yet. Now you release the 
valve, flick on the ignition via a switch by the driv- 
er’s feet, and it should start on the crank. Simple. 
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With that procedure complete, you climb 
aboard. The tiller folds down over your lap and 
offers super-direct steering. Your left hand 
controls that, while your right hand is kept busy 
with the throttle-cum-gear selector. This small 
knob can be twisted to accelerate, then pushed 
through 90° to engage second gear. First is oper- 
ated by means of a pedal on the floor. 

So, the sequence of events goes something 
like this: release the handbrake and dial in a few 
revs on the throttle. Press the pedal to engage 
first and set off at a pace that, while modest, will 
catch you completely unawares. Attempt to 
steer with the tiller and clumsily input too 
much ‘lock’. Release first gear, wait a moment, 
then push the ‘gearlever’ forwards to engage 
second. Realise that you’ve gathered quite a lot 
of momentum, go for the brakes, then have a 
moment of mental gymnastics as your brain 
tells you that it’s the pedal on the right, not the 
one for first gear on the left. To anyone who has 
ever driven a ‘normal’ car, there is nothing intu- 
itive about any of it. 

After 2 0 minutes of that, plus a short run on the 
public road, Simon and I take stock of the situa- 
tion, reflect on the fact that we haven’t demolished 
ourselves, the Vauxhall or anyone else, and declare 
that we are as ready as we’re ever going to be. 

Andy and Terry, meanwhile, turn their atten- 
tion to the ’03 car. A new crankshaft and conrod 
needed to be fabricated by Phoenix in Slough, and 
that was keeping them plenty busy enough before 
they discovered a crack in the flywheel - and that 
the tiny aluminium crankcase was bowed. 

Unbelievably, they unearthed in the Luton 
stores not only a replacement flywheel, but also 
a crankcase that was only five build numbers 
away from the original 1903 unit. They now

have a race against time to get it all assembled. 

Our next rendezvous is a briefing for novices 
on the Saturday before the Run. This takes place 
in the splendid surroundings of the Royal Auto- 
mobile Club’s Pall Mall clubhouse, and consists 
of affable Clerk of the Course Neil Carr-Jones 
explaining how the whole thing works. As you 
would expect of an event with such a long 
history, the logistics have been finely honed. 

A short series of Emancipation Runs - 
celebrating the raising of the speed limit from 
4mph to 14mph - was held between 1896 and 
1902, and the idea was revived in 1927. The 
Royal Automobile Club has been running it 
since 1930, and it is open to three- or four- 
wheelers built before 1 January 1905. 

There is staggering diversity among the 500 
or so entrants that it now attracts. Everyone 
unloads their car (if they haven’t driven it to 
Hyde Park) on North Carriage Drive, and is 
then marshalled to a particular zone alongside 
the Serpentine. In the misty dawn light, it’s a 
magical sight, with steam- and electric-powered 
machines joining those with single-, twin- and 
four-cylinder variations on internal combustion. 

We’ve agreed that Simon will drive from 
Hyde Park to Crawley, then I’ll take over and

"I love all types 
of motorsport, 
and having seen 
the event on the 
TV news as a youngster, it was a box I had 
to tick," says Grewal. "I found this Cadillac 
in Manchester. It's now completed four runs 
and is fantastic - 30mph feels like 200! 

When we reach a corner, I get the passengers 
to lean into the apex. It has only two gears 
and a hand throttle but no clutch. Starting 
off is a struggle because you select first 
by just pushing down on a floor pedal - it'll 
really jump away if you're not careful. Second 
is engaged by pushing forward a separate 
lever. The engine is a 1 600cc 'single' but the 
huge flywheel smooths everything out." 

Inviting friends to join him on the run is a 
key part of the appeal for Grewal: "We start 
four-up but last year finished with six after 
picking up friends who'd broken down en 
route. The atmosphere is great but I also love 
the VCC's Creepy Crawly Run, which doesn't 
have the challenge of busy traffic."

After a moment 
of anxiety when our mount initially refuses to 
start, we’re on our way, passing beneath the 
Wellington Arch and motoring down Constitu- 
tion Hill. Buckingham Palace is mostly obscured 
by the mist, but we press on down The Mall, 
turn right past Horse Guards Parade and join 
the traffic in Parliament Square. 

It’s an intense few minutes and a fresh way to 
see such famous landmarks, but it doesn’t take 
long for London’s congestion to ensnare us - 
even early on a Sunday morning. The route 
takes us down Kennington Road and on into 
Brixton, passing within a few hundred yards of 
where this car would have been built, and road- 
works aren’t helping matters. Sitting in a traffic 
jam with other veterans is an odd experience, 
and serves to bring us down to earth. 

At the top of Brixton Hill, the inevitable 
happens and steam begins to appear. We push 
the car out of the way of other motorists and 
check the (unpressurised) water level. It hasn’t 
lost much but in the course of our labours 
I misplace the nut that holds down the ‘bonnet’. 
With tongue firmly in cheek, Boddy later tells 
me off, claiming: “It was from 1904, that. . .” 

After 20 minutes, everything has cooled down 
and we rejoin the crawl through Streatham. 
With his section taking in most of the urban 
roads, Simon has definitely drawn the short 
straw in terms of the quality of driving experi- 
ence. While he keeps us out of the firing line of 
buses and Transits, all I have to do is top up the 
oil level on the total-loss lubrication system. 

The last major hold-up is around Coulsdon,

Trikes were 
among the 
fastest road 
transport of the 
late 19th century, 
as proven by 
Matt Roberts, 
who was in the 
earliest batch 
of starters from 
Hyde Park. “I had 
a fantastic ride 
this year with 

no problems. The only drama was a broken 
ignition switch that was damaged while 
trailering here," said the 27-year old, who has 
been a Brighton Run regular on various trikes 
since he passed his driving test. "With eight 
controls, the Marot's a busy experience. It has 
a brake only on the transmission and you have 
to watch for oil and grease leaking onto it. 

"The bonus of a trike is that it's eligible 
for the Pioneer Run and Nick Pellett's De Dion 
Club events, which are great fun. The design 
is similar to the De Dion but the Marot 
Gardon is sportier with lighter construction. 
With a 21 lcc 'single,' it'll outperform much 
bigger machines. We also have an '01 vis-a-vis 
De Dion that's been in the family since new!' 
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but eventually we get beyond that, through 
Redhill and out into the Sussex countryside. It’s 
taken us well over four hours to reach this point 
and, just as Simon is beginning to get into a 
rhythm, we arrive at the Crawley change-over. 

We top up the car with fuel, and ourselves with 
tea and pastries, then compare notes with some 
other crews. Andrew Ferguson and Jack Meredith 
are on their first run in the latter’s 1902 Curved- 
Dash Oldsmobile, which has been suffering from 
clutch-slip. ‘Ferg’ busily tries to effect a repair 
with vigorous cleaning of the drive plates and the 
ingenious use of cable- ties as temporary shims. 

This sort of problem-solving is a recurring 
theme. On many occasions, we pass a vehicle by 
the side of the road, but the finishing rate is gener- 
ally about 80%. It has to be something pretty 
terminal to stop these folk getting to Brighton. 

Having narrowly avoided running over any- 
body on the way out of the halt, I steer us through 
the centre of Crawley, where huge crowds line 
the route and Simon takes over waving duties. 
We are soon on to quieter, leafy roads, the exer- 
tions of south London feeling pleasingly distant. 

The single-cylinder Vauxhall potters along at 
2 5mph given a run-up and a flat stretch of tarmac, 
but it’s very sensitive to gradient. Even the 
slightest slope kills its momentum, and anything 
approaching an actual incline means that you 
simply have to accept using first gear and proceed 
at walking pace. Fortunately, on the most severe 
hills, the organisers install a one-way system: 
veterans stick on the correct side of the road; 
modems use the wrong side as an overtaking lane. 

Going downhill, it feels positively fast, thanks 
in no small part to the sensation being amplified 
by the high driving position, hyper- sensitive 
tiller, tiring bump-steer and lack of a windscreen.

Incredibly, the brakes don’t feel like a complete 
waste of time. The foot pedal works reasonably 
well on its own, and gives an even more convinc- 
ing amount of retardation when combined with 
the handbrake to your right. 

Aside from the short opening section from 
Hyde Park to the other side of Westminster 
Bridge, the 1 5 or 20 miles between Crawley and 
the outskirts of Brighton are by far the most 
enjoyable. Classic-car clubs from Panhard and 
Messerschmitt to Lotus and Morgan line the 
route, as do locals who set themselves up in their 
chairs with a hot drink and watch the cavalcade 
putt-putt-putt its way past. 

Just as we’re thinking how agreeable it all is, 
the route rejoins the main A23 just north of 
Brighton. I don’t know whether you’ve ever 
tried easing your way on to a modern three-lane 
carriageway at 25mph in a completely open 
1 1 1 -year-old car, but I’d recommend it if you 
think that modern life has become too sani- 
tised. Luckily, Chris Smith has found us in one 
of the support vehicles, and acts as a tail-gunner 
as we motor towards Brighton. 

For the first time, the sun breaks through the 
mist and the end is within sight. Tantalisingly so, 
for the hold-ups on the last mile or two through

The Toledo is Howell's first veteran, and he 
bought it unseen from a farm sale in Tawas 
City, Michigan: "It's a special long-wheelbase 
model, which we discovered was the first 
car to reach the Grand Canyon. In 2014, we 
retraced the route from Flagstaff, Arizona. 

It was fantastic to reach the spot where 
the photographs were taken in 1902." 
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the city rival those found in London. We edge our 
way through endless traffic lights, pausing to let 
the car cool down after it boils over for a second 
time, eventually turning on to Madeira Drive to 
rousing cheers from the assembled crowd. 

The 60 miles have taken the best part of seven 
hours, and our emotions are a combination of 
relief, exhaustion, happiness, pride, and surprise 
that we’ve made it in one piece. Actually, it’s 
mostly relief and exhaustion. Plus a little sadness, 
because Boddy and Denis Chick got only as far as 
Crawley. They decided to retire the sister car 
there due to a gradual loss of power. It was scant 
reward for the long nights that Boddy and Forder 
had put in ahead of the event although, consider- 
ing the problems they’d had to overcome, 
getting that far was an achievement in itself. 

As we tuck in to the chilli and mulled wine at 
the finish, we reflect that we have at least picked a 
good year in terms of the weather. Alongside us is 
Land Speed Record holder Andy Green, who has 
competed in the past when such has emphatically 
not been the case. “When it’s pouring with rain,” 
he says, “you soon come to realise that the great- 
est motoring invention of the past 1 00-plus years 
isn’t independent suspension, the synchromesh 
gearbox or disc brakes - it’s the windscreen.” 
Simon and I have taken part as novices, but 
we meet many folk who have been coming back 
for 20, 30, 40 years or more. They rode along- 
side their parents as kids, and now drive the 
same cars down to Brighton themselves. Rain, 
wind, sleet or sun, they return time after time to 
complete this symbolic journey, and they have 
my undying respect. '*aSEZ**

MILANESE RACER 
STILL ENCHANTS 

You have to remember that the 
major reason for buying an old car 
in the 1950s and ’60s was simply a 
matter of being impecunious. 
Unless, that is, you really were a 
primitive collector. Initially, I’d 
fancied an SS 1 00, not realising that 
they were driven by what my uncle 
Bertie called “Promenade Percys”. 
Draw your own conclusions. 

FLC 820 came my way 44 years 
ago in a part-exchange deal for a 


replica that I had of it. The late 
David Black had built a nice copy of 
FLC on a 1750 GTC chassis fitted 
with an 8C motor, gearbox and 
front axle. Not until I drove the real 
deal did I realise what the replica 
lacked - which is precisely what you 
have to do to tell the difference. 

FLC is a very well ‘settled’ car in 
so many ways. Eighty- four years of 
pretty much continual use with the 
same springs, dampers and axles 
means that the old bird wallows 
nicely on her shackles and sits well 
on the road. The suspension has 
been shimmed up just twice in all 
that time and Fm still on only my 
third set of front brake linings. 

I used to have 1 8in wire wheels as 
well as the standard 19in Rudge- 
Whitworth 60-spoke type. They 
should be ‘triple laced’ (one set of 
20 spokes going to the inside of the 
rim, one set of 20 to the centre and 
one set to the outside) to produce 
the best look and balance. Most of 
my rims are steel but I do have a few 
early Dunlop aluminium ones, too. 

The latter are rather tasty racing 
jobs that were made from an extru- 
sion that was bent into shape on a 
round mandrel before having a

patch riveted to both ends to make 
a wheel rim. They didn’t quite have 
aluminium welding down pat in the 
1930s, so fabrication had to do. You 
can tell the difference when you 
start heaving the car about. 

I used to run FLC on Dunlop R1 
tyres, which gave progressive feel 
near the limit. After racing in the 
wet on Blockleys, I now much prefer 
the feedback through the stiffer 
sidewalls - especially in the rain. I 
have a much better chance of staying 
on the road than I did on Rls. 

Just think what you’ve got 
underneath you in these older 
bolides. Four semi-elliptic springs, 
friction dampers, worm and cog 
steering, and rod-operated brakes. 
Vittorio Jano’s genius is what 
conjures the whole lot together to

Proud coachbuilder's crest on the flank 
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produce the harmony that equates 
to high average speeds with relative 
safety. That is why I fit the best 
tyres I can find. I inflate them to 
around 34psi for road use and pump 
them up a bit more for the track. 

Way back, I always used to put 
Castrol GP50 in the engine. A 
straight mineral oil such as that was 
best for such a primitive filtration 
system - early Alfas employed 
gauze strainers that left the parti- 
cles in suspension in the oil. Some 
years ago, I put a remote cartridge 
filter on the scavenge side of the 
lubrication system and started 
running Duckhams 20w50. 1 got

plenty of the stuff for free, so it 
made sense. But at the last major 
rebuild, my motor guru thought it 
was time to retire the original 
hand-machined conrods with their 
split little-ends and poured- 
Babbitt bearing material - he 
favoured a Carrillo-style rod that 
required a shell insert bearing. 

It seemed like a good moment to 
introduce another remote filter, but 
this time on the pressure side. I had 
to get a modified oil pump with 
larger rotors and a feed to the new 
unit and thence to the mains and 
rods. Filtering the oil as it flows both 
in and out of the engine gives the 2 0 


main half shells and their 16 rod 
equivalents a good chance of staying 
clean for several years to come. 

That oil pump came from Jim 
Stokes Workshops, as did much of 
whatever else was needed in the 
engine. Everything Jim produces 
for these cars is at least as good as 
Alfa did 80-plus years ago and, in 
most cases, is much better as a 
result of advances in metallurgy 
and precision machining. 

I run standard valves and springs, 
plus cams that give me plenty of 
low-down grunt. But with larger 
valves, reworked cams and, most 
importantly, a new blower with 
better seals (giving 8- 101b boost), 
these motors can produce way more 
power and torque than they ever 
did. To be in with a chance on the 
track, you need all you can get. 

But then you’ll need to have a 
demon ‘dog’ ’box, too. With one of 
those, you’ll be able to change gear 
with a flick of the wrist rather than 
waste time waltzing sliding pinions 
about and trying to synchronise 
your feet on the throttle. 

With that centre throttle pedal, 
I brake late with my right foot (on 
the right pedal, obviously), and use 
my left to dip the clutch. Into 
neutral, dab the throttle with my 
left foot to get the revs up, then use 
the same foot to put the clutch 
down and drop the gear one cog at 
a time. Phew. Easier done than said. 

FLC has recently been a bit of a 
movie star, and I hope to relate 
what happened in my next report.

WORRIES RETURN 
AFTER ACE SHOW 

My Jensen trip to Alexandra Palace, 
the spectacular backdrop that 
provided the lead shot for my previ- 
ous running report, turned out to 
be just the start of a period in which 
I became very familiar with the 
North Circular and all its foibles 
(such as the now-infamous Neasden 
pinch). In the run up to - and indeed 
during - C&SC’s debut show at the 
London venue, the Interceptor was 
a godsend, trudging round the 
same route (at least) twice weekly 
for meetings, PR stunts et al. 

In fact, it had a starring role in one 
of those stunts. When our friends at 
Influence wanted to do a teaser for 
the revealing of the Best British Car 
Ever, they asked if I would take my 
Jensen. The idea was that even 
under a cover you could tell it was

British and classic, but it wouldn’t 
resemble any of the 10 candidates 
that were actually up for the award. 

The occasion allowed me the 
weird pleasure of driving the car 
around an otherwise deserted Ally 
Pally, then taking a picture of it all 
alone and looking abandoned in the 
halls. Soon after, the others arrived 
to do the real shot. It turned out to 
be quite sobering. James Mann 
lined up the Interceptor, Mark 
Docherty from Autoglym took out 
the beautifully soft cover... and 
then asked if Ed mind if he cleaned 
the car a bit. Yes, it was that grotty, 
with that many oily fingerprints 
over it that he wasn’t prepared to 
put a cover on it. The shame. 

As these A406 pilgrimages racked 
up, I became accustomed to calling 
in at the Ace Cafe for breakfast, 
lunch or whatever other meal the 
clock was nearest to. The Ace is one 
of those places that you are nostalgi- 
cally obliged to visit whenever you 
are passing, and it was this that 
inspired me to suggest a ‘drive-out’ 
from there to the show. It broke the 
monotony of my trips, to be honest 

- a brilliant run down to the Good- 
wood Revival was by then just a 
distant memory - and MacLeman 
and I were joined by a small but 
perfectly formed troop of classics on 
the Saturday before taking up posi- 
tion in the reserved Grove car park. 

During all this use - and trust 
me, repeatedly driving the North 
Circular isn’t exactly classic friendly 

- the Jensen barely missed a beat. 
Sadly that proved to be short-lived 
once the show was over. Very short- 
lived, the first hint of my impending 
woes coming barely 1 8 hours after 
the event closed. I’d finally seen all 
the cars loaded and driven away, 
and went to fire up the Jensen. 
Uncharacteristically, it turned and 
turned before finally firing. Heart 
said flooding, head (and experience) 
said sparks. Here we go again. . .

Sometimes I feel sorry for the 
Beetle. Mrs P certainly uses it when 
she fancies but, for the most part, 
I only end up grabbing the keys 
when something goes wrong with 
the Land-Rover. There’s no reason 
for this, either - the VW is a good- 
looking classic, handles fairly well, 
goes better than you would expect 
of a 1300 and is therefore quicker, 
quieter and more economical than 
my lump of Brit metal. 

True to form, when the Landie 
threw a wobbler barely half a mile 
from home one morning, I returned 
and swapped the keys over - safe in 
the knowledge that, once again, the 
flat-four would see me right. I guess 
there is possibly a reason for that. 
While the IIA has racked up 1 1 ,000 
miles between MoT tests, when the 
Beetle’s certificate was presented to 
me, it showed that the VW had 
barely done 4000, despite being 
used regularly Maybe frequent, but 
limited use is the way forward? 

Getting that ticket wasn’t quite 
as straightforward as in the past, 
though. My usual quiet cockiness 
was questioned when Alan Fox at 
Orleans Garage rang up with the 
results of his examination - there 
were several things to attend to. 

In true C&SC spirit, I wasn’t left 
to address these issues on my own, 
James Page immediately joining 
me in the car park ready to lend a 
hand. The list had initially felt a bit 
daunting for a lunchtime fix: no 
handbrake at all on one side, no 
main or dipped beam on the offside 
(despite it working fine on the way 
to the test station), horn not func- 
tioning (ditto), and a flexi-hose 
rubbing on the steering arm. 

Of course, I looked at the worst- 
case scenario for all of those - 
particularly the handbrake, because 
I suspected that one of the two 
cables had snapped, which would 
mean dismantling the rear hub 
(not the nicest of jobs). That turned 
out not to be the case, however. 
While Page examined the horn, I

that the horn itself had given up on 
life and so we rather cheekily 
borrowed the one from Elliott’s 
Triumph, which was resting in the 
workshop. I then went online and 
tracked down a permanent replace- 
ment for a few pounds. 

That left just the brake hose and 
I was glad to discover that the prob- 
lem must have started only recently. 
The layer of dirt had barely rubbed 
off, and there was almost no inter- 
ference with the flexible material 
itself.This meant that there was no 
need to replace the hose; with a 
little adjustment to the bracket 
where the flexi joins the fixed brake 
pipe, there was no more fouling. 
Suddenly the VW was ready for a 
re-test: all in just 45 minutes! 

The next morning it was straight 
back to see Alan, and soon I was 
issued with a fresh certificate. Sadly, 
with the recent office move we have 
now lost our classic parking as well 
as the ‘legendary’ C&SC workshop 
(see Misfire, p3 5). With that in mind, 
I feel privileged to perhaps have 


been one of the last to take advan- 
tage of the no-holds-barred ‘don’t 
worry, we’ll get it done’ lunch-hour 
adventures that so many of our cars 
have been subject to over the years. 
Unfortunately, with the nearest 
parking now in an NCP multi- 
storey, it looks as if those days might 
be over - unless we can find a lock- 
up in the centre of Twickenham. 

For now, though, I am sitting 
here with the VW having once 
again come to the rescue. Thanks 
to a bit of tweaking, it’s also handling 
better than ever on motorway jour- 
neys - previously it had a tendency 
to wander quite dramatically in 
blustery conditions. Admittedly, 
the shape means that it doesn’t have 
the greatest affinity with the road 
above 50mph, but eliminating the 
play in the steering box seems to 
have worked wonders.

had the back of the car in the air 
and, having established that the 
cable was okay, simply adjusted the 
mechanism to good effect. 

On to the headlight. Having pre- 
sumed that the halogen bulb had 
failed (and with no spare to hand), I 
was pleased to discover a loose spade 
in the connector block. A quick 
tweak and that, too, was sorted. 

By that time, JP had established 
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rear was held on by two turns that 
eventually gave out - luckily, while 
trickling along a local side road. 

As is often the case, a minor job 
turned into a major exercise. While 
re-tapping a hub thread, I noticed 
that the tyres were past their best 
but sourcing 205/70x1 5s proved 
tricky. Checking the original road 
test revealed that the Merc should 
have 6J alloys (not 6V2J ) with 195 
rubber. A few calls quickly estab- 
lished that most 123s over here had 
steel rims, and five decent alloys of 
the correct size would cost about a 
quarter of what we paid for the car. 

A set of steels (at £15 a pop, with 
OE three-pointed star embossed 
bolts) sorted things in time for the 
trip on gravel roads that reminded 
me of holidays in the Karoo from 
my youth. All that was missing were 
the roadside vendors selling 
hubcaps that had fallen off. . . which 
was a pity because I now need a set!

Buckley, in his co-authored book 
on the iconic W123 Mercedes, 
suggests that the model tops the list 
for the finest saloon car of the 20th 
century. It’s a bold claim, although 
I can absolutely back him up after 
four years with our 2 80TE. 

South Africa’s long distances and 
hot climate place many demands 
on its motorists and the W123 is a 
great performer. More than 70,000 
sedans were screwed together here 
before production stopped in ’86. 
Once the must-have for middle 
management and junior directors, 
many of these cars are still in daily 
service more than three decades on. 

Our ’82 TE (technically an S 1 2 3, 
it being an estate) isn’t one of them 
because the wagons were imported 
with punitive import duties added 
by the then Apartheid government, 
which aimed to be self-sufficient 


with its own manufacturing indus- 
try. In April 1982, the 280TE was 
listed at R5 0,000, which was R20k 
over the similar-spec 2 80E - and the 
same price as a Porsche 91 ISC. So 
they’re rare here. Fundis (special- 
ists) reckon that, at most, 100 were 
imported and those that survive are 
either knackered or immaculate. 

I’d coveted a wagon ever since 
one featured in the TV series Hart 
to Hart , starring Robert Wagner 
and Stefanie Powers as wealthy Los 
Angeles jetsetters-cum-amateur 
detectives. I’ve always thought it 
looked way cooler than the saloon. 

Fast forward to late 2011, when 
we were gearing up for our return 
to SA, and a late-night Gumtree 
trawl had us wiring the equivalent 
of R3 4,000 (then about £3000) to 
secure this one ready for our arrival. 

Resplendent in its very period 
Champagne metallic, our TE falls 
between the tired workhorse/pris- 
tine ends of the spectrum, with 
245,000km on the clock at the time 
of purchase plus evidence of wear 
and tear to the interior. The harsh 
African sun has taken its toll on the 
dash, but the body is rust-free. 

Sadly, there was little paperwork 
to back up the odometer reading, 
which may well be short - judging 
by the slack rear suspension, which 
no longer sported the clever self- 
levelling mechanism but standard 
coils. Our suspicion was further 
fuelled by the serious driveshaft 
vibration at speed and a diff that 
sang like a canary on the over-run. 

Both aspects were resolved (or at 
least substantially toned down) by

swapping them for good-quality 
scrapyard items. That was a bonus 
of the huge local assembly numbers, 
but the saloon final-drive ratio is 
slightly taller. So the speedo under- 
reads enough to make an indicated 
120kph actually 13 3kph, according 
to the photographic evidence from 
a provincial traffic department chief 
on the 1000-mile delivery journey. 

The TE has been faithful ever 
since, effortlessly hauling garage 
tools and furniture on house moves 
and subsequent refurbishments.

It’s also a hit with our two Labra- 
dors, who love the roomy interior 
but don’t quite emulate the serene 
image of the Old English Sheepdog 
shown in the brochure. The cata- 
logue was a present from mate Ian 
Hancock, who is a serial collector. 

Recent outings have included a 
500km round-trip to Matjiesfon- 
tein in the arid Karoo region, which 
went well, but we narrowly avoided 
drama after a back wheel had come 
loose just a few days before. 

It turns out that the set of alloys 
a ‘friend’ sold to us and fitted were 
secured with various bolts - some of 
which were the short OE-spec type 
for steels. Alloys are wider, so they 
need a longer thread. The nearside 


Noisy, worn-out differential was replaced 
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hand it seemed to be running well 
- and not overheating - so I decided 
to risk the trip to meet my fellow 
Gamma sufferers/sympathisers. 

It went beautifully and we 
completed the event: great scenery, 
great roads, a visit to the Blue John 
Mines and Chatsworth House - 
plus the usual present from Mr 
Masataka, the Japanese Gamma 
enthusiast who makes the pilgrim- 
age to the AGM every year. This 
time, he brought a set of Gamma- 
branded leather coasters! 

All good fun until, on the return 
home, I felt the engine stumble 
halfway down the M5. This was 
accompanied by a rise in tempera- 
ture. When I stopped at Strensham 
services to investigate, it was obvi- 
ous that a large quantity of water 
had disappeared. I topped it up, but 
we were soon leaving a smoke- 
screen on the motorway. I should 
probably have stopped but my 
mood was black and the car was 
pushing its luck, so I carried on. By 
the time we got home, the motor 
sounded distinctly hot and unhappy, 
but just about held together. 

What now? The Consortium 
found me a powerplant of unknown 
quality, but which was apparently 
running well when it was extracted 
from a coupe. Mike Connor is 
investigating its compression: if it 
has any, then it might have a future. 
If not, we could always have 
another go at the engine that has 
now been removed from the car, 
but I am currently negotiating to 
buy back the blue S 1 coupe that had 
a really strong unit.

ENGINE ISSUES 
COME TO A HEAD 


By September, the Lancia was 
showing further signs of head- 
gasket failure. That was a pain 
because I was keen to take it to the 
Gamma Consortium AGM, which 
was being held in Derbyshire. In 
fact, I was determined that we were 
going to make it, so I broke out the 
K-Seal (you know you’re desperate 
when you hear those words) and 
fitted a 131b pressure cap. I suspect 
that the latter might have been the 
cause of the problems somewhere 
along the line because the weaker 
ones enabled coolant to continually 
dribble out of the overflow. 

I treated JYP 205W to a valet 
and a tank of high-octane fuel, 
which made a surprising difference 
to the smoothness. I then totted up 
that I now have £4000 invested in 
this daft but oddly lovable car. That 
was depressing, but on the other

other one for paint, which will 
hopefully happen in the New Year. 

I had the engine bay steam- 
cleaned by my neighbours 
Cotswold Classic Car Restorations, 
and Neal at Demon Finishers in 
Kemble has powder-coated the 
carburettor airbox plus the metal 
covers from both door mirrors. 
One minor victory was getting the 
correct plastic-ended keys for the 
car from Keys Galore. 

Auto-electrician Terry Coventry 
got my radio working, fitting a new 
electric antenna plus a correct set of 
Fiamm air horns. Finally, I always 
thought the boot trim in these cars 
looked cheap and nasty, and mine 
has never had the correct ‘floor’ 
covering the spare wheel. It turned 
out that it was a VW Passat one 
over a homemade plywood section. 
Charles Shelton at the Consortium 
got me the right piece and David 
Barker retrimmed it in a better 
grade of black carpet. 

The plan is to have the car ready 
for the 40th anniversary meeting in 
Turin in April. Engine permitting, 
I can’t see why we won’t be there.

As is well known, University Motors 
of Hanwell, west London, acquired 
the remaining stock of MGCs 
from Abingdon after production 
ceased in 1969. The company sold 
these over the next few years, and 
many featured useful improve- 
ments - notably the upgrading of 
engines by Downton Engineering. 

When we were first married, my 
wife and I lived in nearby West 
Ealing, right on the boundary of 
Hanwell and close to Boston Road, 
where the dealership was situated. 

In 1970, 1 was looking to replace 
my Austin 1100 and was attracted 
by the cars that the firm had on

there is a grey MkVI from a 
customer in France that is suffering 
from running problems, a Bentley 
S3 being serviced, and a gleaming 
SI Park Ward Continental coming 
to the end of a two-year, body-off 
rebuild. There is also a Corniche 
fixed-head coupe in pieces for a 
complete nut-and-bolt restoration. 

“People are starting to wake up 
to the Corniche and the Shadow,” 
explains Hillier. “They have been 
grossly undervalued for years, like 
all the Crewe-built cars.” 

Because of the high survival rate, 
there are lots of temptingly cheap 
cars from the 1960s, 70s and ’80s 
out there, but Hillier emphasises 
the need to take specialist advice 
before diving in: “The problem is, 
they were so well built that they 
will take a huge amount of abuse 
before they give up and die, which 
means there are lots of badly main- 
tained examples around.” 

Hillier points out that if you want 
your post-war Crewe-built car to 
be worked on by the people who 
actually made it, there is probably 
only a five-year window of oppor- 
tunity left before such folk retire. 
He is therefore keen to pass on his 


expertise to the next generation. 

“We took a decision 1 5 years ago 
that the only way forward was 
apprenticeships,” he explains, “so 
we now have a pool of skilled 
younger people such as Chris Leith, 
who is just 27 but is really switched 
on to the R-types and S-types. 
Michael Digby started out as an 
apprentice, too, but is now one of 
our full-time electricians.” 

The 10-strong team can tackle 
everything from servicing to full- 
blown restorations - many of which 
have become concours winners at 
Rolls-Royce Enthusiasts’ Club and 
Bentley Drivers Club events - and 
pride themselves on a bespoke 
approach to customer service. 

“We consider ourselves the 
Savile Row of the Rolls-Royce and 
Bentley world,” says Hillier. 
“People didn’t know we did restora- 
tions, then we got asked to do a 
couple and it has just gained 
momentum from there.” Several 
Hillier Hill-restored cars are in 
“significant collections” of well- 
known individuals, but with his 
typical Jeeves-like discretion Ray 
doesn’t feel the need to mention any 
names.

Histories at Brooklands again 
moved into Mercedes-Benz World 
for its end-of-year sale on 28 
November. A strong selection of 
Ferraris and Minis sold well, with 
the two Testarossas offered - a low- 
mileage black European 1987 car 
and a left-hand-drive US-spec 
Rosso Corsa example - making 
£82,500 and £65,500 respectively. 

Given the record price achieved 
at Bonhams (see below), the buyer 
of a right-hand-drive Jaguar XK1 5 0 
dhc for £93,500 must be feeling 
pretty smug. Coming from long- 
term ownership, the sorted car had 
£3 2k of bills for recent upgrades 


including brakes, Tilton pedalbox 
conversion, and an ally radiator. 

Intriguingyounger lots included 
a 2007 Jensen S-V8. One of the last 
1 1 completed by SV Automotive of 
Carteton to a higher standard after 
the Speke factory closed, the ‘Gold 
Jensen’, as this particular roadster is 
known, has covered only 2600 miles 
with two owners and made just over 
estimate at £2 7, 5 00. 

Toyota FJ40 Land Cruisers have 
developed a cult following, as 
proven by the right-hand-drive ’81 
example offered at Brooklands. 
Recently imported from Bali, this 
sound 4WD alternative to a Jeep 


was unregistered but with a fresh 
MoT certificate. It made £15,400. 

Two rival Latin spiders made an 
interesting comparison: a 1968 Alfa 
Romeo Duetto with 175 Occ engine 
and recent bills including a new 
mohair hood took £19,800, while a 
’79 Fiat 124 Spider with extensive 
refurbishment including a respray 
and chrome-bumper conversion 
looked excellent value at £8250. 

Some auction houses seem to shy 
away from pre-war vehicles, but a

Conceived as a budget buy for 
impecunious sports-car fans unable 
to afford more sophisticated offer- 
ings, the Austin-Healey ‘Frogeye’ 
Sprite must surely rank among the 
most entertaining of late- 1950s 
British roadsters. Unfortunately 
for those impecunious drivers, 
however, decent examples now 
command serious prices. A cursory 
glance at online classifieds reveals 
nothing worthwhile for less than 
£15,000, while a superb example 
recently sold for £35,000 (see 
Marketplace , J anuary) . 

That said, such values do mean 
that now could be the moment to 
invest in Frogeyes. Far from advo- 
cating the purchase of an early 


Sprite simply to squirrel it away, 
we’re talking about Keith Brading’s 
glassfibre replicas. And we don’t 
mean just one, either. 

Serial Big Healey enthusiast 
Brading - he owned eight at one 
stage - rose to fame in the late 
1980s when his firm, The Frogeye 
Car Company, launched a glass- 
fibre facsimile of the Sprite. Based 
on a rigid galvanised-steel chassis, 
the roadster initially employed the 
same A-series powerplant as the 
genuine article, but progressive 
development led to the 16-valve 
K-series SuperSprite, as well as a 
fixed-head Sebring replica. 

The cars, which were hand-built 
by a small team on the Isle of

Wight, were thoroughly engi- 
neered and warmly welcomed into 
club circles - no doubt helped by 
Donald Healey’s approval of the 
project (Geoffrey Healey going on 
to officially endorse it in 1989). 

Despite a high level of interest 
from the press and healthy demand 
from buyers, Brading was unable to 
capitalise on the car’s success, the 
firm struggling to find sufficient 
investment. The company eventu- 



ally ran aground in the late 1990s. 

The Ryde factory has been 
mothballed ever since and Brading, 
who is now 77, has decided that the 
moment has come to part with the 
tooling and remaining compo- 
nents. Included in the sale are a 
jig, a complete SuperSprite chassis 
that was retained as a production 
pattern, plus numerous body and 
hardtop moulds and plugs for both 
the standard roadster and the 
Sebring coupe. 

With original Sprites fetching 
significant prices today, could now 
be an opportune moment for the 
car to re-enter production? For

CAR I WISH I'D NEVER BOUGHT 

Does Exchange and Mart still exist as a magazine? The Facel Vega 
Excellence that I acquired circa 1998 was certainly the last car I bought 
from its pages, and I still wish I had never bothered. I didn't really believe 
that Ava Gardner had ever been anywhere near it, but I am still struggling to 
comprehend what persuaded me to part with £6000. It wasn't exactly a rust 
bucket - it had been imported from Las Vegas - but nothing, not one part of 
it, was right. It had an awful fire-engine-red paint job, a retrim in beige vinyl, 
had lost its electric windows and never moved forward more than 3in under 
its own steam. Terrible car, and I lost money when I sold it after a couple of 
years, but following months of kidding myself it was somehow going to get 
restored by some magical means I was glad to see it gone. 

CAR I WISH I HAD NEVER SOLD 

I thought I'd rung every bell out there when I sold my Mercedes 2805E 3.5 
Coupe for eight grand in 2008. 1 suppose the same car - up and running and 

quite smart - would be £25,000 now; 
in fact, somebody saw that actual 
blue Will Coupe a week after I'd 
sold it advertised for £16,000. The 
financial pain, however, is very much 
secondary to the emotional anguish 
of having parted with what I consider 
to be the nicest post-war Mercedes 
of all - and a totally usable everyday

ALFASUD 



The standard-setting small car of the 1970s 
makes an outstanding classic today, as 

Malcolm McKay explains

A lfa Romeo really pushed the boat 
out with the Giugiaro-styled 
Alfasud - an all-new car with an 
all-new powertrain built in an 
all-new factory. Despite its small 
engine, the Alfasud impressed 
from the start with its superb 
handling, roadholding and high cruising speed, 
enhanced by all-round disc brakes, a good driv- 
ing position and a swift, light gearchange plus 
exceptional quietness and refinement. Its pack- 
aging was a revelation, the short engine allowing 
it to be surprisingly roomy for its size - the only 
disadvantage being pedals heavily offset towards 
the centre of the car to clear the front wheelarch. 

Small Alfas had been proposed in the past - 
including a 750cc transverse-twin front-drive 
saloon in ’52 and a lOOOcc ‘four’ in 1960, dropped 
when the firm was contracted to build the Renault 
Dauphine and R4 for the Italian market. Rudolf 
Hruska’s Sud was the first to reach production. 
Government investment was essential to fund it, 
but the penalty was that the car had to be built in 
Italy’s impoverished south, where labour rela- 
tions would be a constant impediment. 

Looking at the Alfasud now, it’s hard to believe 
that it wasn’t a hatchback from the start - but 
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that layout was still unusual in 197 1 . The hatch 
came 1 0 years later, giving the model a new lease 
of life into the mid- 1 980s. Another clever deriv- 
ative arrived first, the three-door Alfasud Sprint 
of 1976: Alfa Romeo wisely exploiting the Sud’s 
great handling and performance by creating 
from it a stylish sports coupe that would endure 
five years beyond its parent. 

Rustproofing was improved in ’77 and ’78, but 
the cars still suffered because of using poor steel. 
Motor noted in its November ’77 test of a 1.3Ti 
that corrosion was already appearing on the 
doors. The recycled Russian metal would delam- 
inate in months, with shells beyond economic 
repair in as little as three years. Only Series Ills 
from 1980 had barely acceptable rot resistance. 

Later cars have the best specs, but early survi- 
vors are equally appealing for their rarity - and 
some models were scarce even when new. Just 
5899 Giardinetta estates were built; none came 
to the UK. Mechanical parts supply is reasonable 
because much was carried over to the 3 3 and 
even the 145/146, though with the disappear- 
ance of those, Sud items are getting harder to 
source. Britain has an active enthusiast base with 
dedicated suppliers, so Alfasud ownership can be 
very rewarding - if you keep the rust at bay.

On the road 

Given regular servicing (using the correct oil 
filter with a non-return valve), the boxer engines 
are long-lived, due to quality materials and low 
piston speeds - all but the final Sprint unit are 
massively oversquare. Regular cambelt replace- 
ment (one each side) is vital to avoid damage. 
Puffs of smoke on the overrun and on start-up 
indicate worn valve guides. Carburettors should 
need no attention until they’re severely worn, but 
some people can’t resist fiddling with Webers. 
Poor running is most likely to be down to an 
inexperienced person messing with the settings, 
inevitably more common with twin-carb models. 

Gearboxes are sturdy, as long as the oil is 
changed every 24,000 miles. All tend to chatter 
at idle. Clutch replacement means dropping the 
engine and transmission, so confirm that it’s in 
fine fettle. Check that all the electrical items work, 
especially the delicate steering-column switch- 
gear; bad earths can cause issues throughout. 

The superb handling, supple ride and refine- 
ment made the Sud the reference small saloon 
for a decade, so ensure that bushes and seals are 
in good order to keep it that way. Original ones 
are better than polyurethane, which is too hard. 

Most jobs are straightforward for the DiY 
mechanic, but servicing the front brakes is tricky 
on twin-carb models, because accessibility is 
compromised. The stoppers should be excellent, 
so plan an overhaul if they aren’t - little-used disc 
calipers soon seize. Upgrading earlier cars to the 
less vibration-prone front discs fitted post-July 
1982 is easy enough; fitting post-’85 Sprint 
outboard brakes is possible, but unnecessary.

Dave Armstrong 


“One evening after finishing off a bottle of red, 

I decided to scan classic cars on eBay',' says

This sharp Sprint 1.5 Green Cloverleaf was 
massively refurbished from a sound-looking car 
a few years ago; there are before and after photos 
of the work. The ongoing bills stop in 1998 at 
64,000 miles and there’s a gap in the MoTs in ’04, 
putting the restoration in the past decade, with 
3 000 miles covered in that time. The full service 
book reads up to only the 60,000 visit (at 3 3 ,900 
miles in ’89), but eight more stamps continue on 
the inside back cover and loose sheets, to ’94. 

The rebuild involved lots of new metal includ- 
ing inner and outer front wings. It was pumped 
full of Waxoyl afterwards and is totally rot free. 

The interior is good, let down by three details. 
There’s the usual wear to the driver ’s-seat outer 
bolster, but the inner lower one has had a hard 
time too, the headlining is falling down behind 
the sunroof and the steering-column shroud is 
held together by tape. All of the rest is excellent. 

The motor is clean and tidy, its coolant orange 
and mid-level in the header tank, while the oil is 
cleanish and just over ‘Max’. It starts instantly 
and pulls smoothly with that distinctive boxer 
thrum, tracking straight through the delightful 
steering. The brakes are firm and the oil pressure 
when warm is 50psi at 3000rpm, with the cool- 
ant steady at 175°F. The gearstick sinks during 
acceleration, which could be an engine mount. 

It might look pricey, but find another like this, 
with as much history. The MoT runs to 1 1 May.

Austins such as this one, as confirmed by its Heritage Certificate. It was 
restored in the late '80s and rides on period magnesium Minilites, plus it 
sports a Downton head. It also has an EN40B steel crank, a 731 cam and 
a 3:1 diff (the standard is 3.44), though these might all be later additions. 

It's never been reshelled, and the door fit is good. A concours judge 
would note: replacement sills without drain holes; jacking points blanked 
off; floors a bit wavy; gutter prep a tad messy. The rest of us would say 
"clean, solid car", and Mini sills should be seen as consumables because 
none will be original. A small crack in the bonnet paint was being sorted. 

The car was converted to rubber-cone suspension during the rebuild, 
its rear subframe is very sound and the exhaust looks fairly recent. Those 
Minilites are shod with period Dunlops, which have plenty of tread but are 
old. The main brightwork is smart, the grille probably a repro, and the left 
sill/wheelarch trim is a bit chewed and discoloured (easy to replace). 

Inside, the vinyl is excellent bar the usual glue marks in the headlining, 
plus rear pillar trim and a small split in the passenger squab, which will be 
repaired. It has new carpets plus a period rev counter and wood-rim wheel. 

The tidy motor looks standard save for pancake air filters, with all the 
original heater trunking in place. Its oil is golden and well over 'Max', the 
coolant green and covering the tubes. It starts instantly and idles with that 
busy thrum typical of hot-cammed A-series. It's tractable enough, but give 
it more welly and it's a little hooligan, revving freely and surprisingly fast. 
The steering is super-sharp with no play, the brakes firm and the synchros 
are excellent, with a smooth gearshift. Oil pressure is 65psi, warm, with 
temperature at the cold end of 'N'. Marvellous. The MoT runs to 20 August.

This charming old thing has led a charmed life, too - maybe by virtue of 
being a base-model straight-six three-speed, and it's escaped being made 
into a racer. Any '66 or earlier shell has FIA potential, and hotshoes like 
notchbacks because they're cheaper than fastbacks and allegedly stiffen 
This was a California car from San Jose manufacture that reached the 
UK in 2014, and in one family ownership until a year before that. The fairly 
indifferent repaint in the original colour has faded up top, but it's rot free, 
still with sharply defined spotwelds on the sill joints. The body is straight, 
apart from a light scrape behind the right headlight. The wheeltrims are 
new and the bumpers look repro, but they may have been added since the 
car landed here. The tyres are fairly recent Jupiter 205/70 radials. 

Inside, where it has the optional front and rear belts plus emergency 
flashers (the switch is in the glovebox), it's factory bar the retrimmed (and 
matching) front seat covers. The carpets are a little grubby and the fade 
pattern indicates some sort of centre console was once overlaid, which 
suggests, along with the chrome air filter, that this might have been 
ordered with the Sprint package. The ArcticAir is aftermarket and doesn't 
work (no belts). The door top trims are a bit tired and one of the steering- 
wheel spokes is cracked, but it's all in keeping with a highly original car. 

Under the bonnet, the 200cu in (3273cc) 'six' is tidy. Coolant is full and 
green, oil darkish and up to 'Max'. It starts easily and is lovely to drive. The 
'box is basically a four-speed lacking its lowest ratio, so it can be tricky to 
get off the line, but it rumbles away happily at 60mph or so. With no slop in 
the steering, it's easy to place - perhaps the lack of power assistance for 
anything helps here. The gearchange is good, but you need a quick double- 
declutch if you want to snatch first on the move, and the firm brakes bite 
well, though probably not for long (drums all round). Oil pressure and 
ammeter needles sit in the middle of their gauges, while the temperature 
hovers just above 'C' in true Ford fashion. The MoT runs until December.

This looks like an SS100 and uses all Jaguar parts... but it wasn't built by 
Jaguar. This perfect copy was constructed in the late 1970s or early '80s 
(there's a bill for tyres in '83, which is one of the last things you'd buy when 
building a new car) on a '48 Jaguar lVz-litre chassis, retaining that identity 
and using a correct type 3V2-litre engine from a 1960 MkV saloon. 

It looks spot-on in every respect - though maybe the wings are a tiny bit 
narrow or the wheels could use a little more inset - and comes with a vast 
amount of history detailing some of the build, plus all the info you'd ever 
need to take it to bits and reassemble it again. The previous owner kept 
the car for 24 years, and one of the four books lists all that he did to it. 

The aluminium body is straight, with fine paint bar a couple of cracks on 
the rear wings. All the chrome is good. The front indicators are hidden in 
the sidelights and the wheels have been refinished in black because they 
“disappeared" in body colour. The tyres are decently treaded Gold Seals. 

The leather is taking on a bit of patina, and a four-speed gearknob 
disguises a Tremec five-speed 'box, which is nice to have. Godin has added 
a new hood, and had a proper temperature gauge built, which matches the 
other dials. Neatly, the electric fan switch is built into the foglight one. 

The motor is tidy, with coolant full plus fresh oil, and only chrome 
pancake air filters and a bright new chassis plate give the game away. 

It starts on the button and gives an authentic driving experience, with 
a deep, satisfying burble from the exhaust, though the throttle pedal is 
awkwardly placed. Plus, wet roundabouts and crossplies quickly make 
you aware that the steering is very low geared, perhaps because it's still 
using the IV 2 - litre saloon steering box. Oil pressure is 75psi at any revs, 
with 55psi at a warm tickover, and the coolant is steady at 70°C. 

Tall gearing - almost 40mph per lOOOrpm in top, which it will pull from 
low revs - means this is a car in which you can definitely go places.

This possibly isn't an original JPS (the livery remained an option after the 
first 100 commemorative cars were made), but it wears the paint scheme 
well. The cabin has been retrimmed in leather the same colour as the 
original oatmeal vinyl and velour, and the Big Valve motor was overhauled 
by Terry Hoyle at a cost of £4000. The previous owner kept a record of all 
the detailed fettling he carried out from 2006, too. Prior to that, there are 
lots of bills from Banks Service Station and from Paul Matty Sports Cars. 

The Europa was rebuilt at some point on a new galvanised chassis, which 
is still excellent where you can see it. The paint is fine, with no stars or chips 
in the gel coat. Chrome is mostly good, bar the 'screen trim fading a bit. 

The alloys are unscuffed, shod with Goodyear NCTs having plenty of tread, 
though they date from 2002. There's an older SP7 on a steel as the spare. 

Inside, the hide is taking on wear and colour, and there's a battery cut- 
off switch on the bulkhead. The dash wood is smart, with no cracks in the 
veneer, and there's a digital odometer indicating a replacement speedo. 

The engine bay is tidy, and there's even a Big Valve cam cover - and both 
of the lid stays remain in place. The bill from 1998 includes £600 for a 
steel (EN19) crank, so the owner was pretty serious. Its coolant is a good 
level in the custom swirl pot/header tank, with oil mid-brown at 'Max! 

It takes a few goes to start, having stood, and idles in that typically lumpy 
Twin Cam way, but, once the misfire clears, it spins sweetly to the 6000rpm 
orange zone, and no doubt some way beyond. This unit has LI cams that 
give power to 7500rpm, so it's probably putting out at least 130bhp. 

The chassis is sublime: supple, taut and as responsive as a wired cat - 
probably due to the amount of care that was lavished on it. The gearchange 
is unusually slick, plus the brakes have easily enough feel and power to 
bring the front rubber controllably to the point of squealing. Oil pressure 
is 55psi warm, water temp a reliable 90°C. The MoT runs to mid-April.

This Cloud has an interesting history: it was in one family until 201 1 and, 
when their house was sold, the buyer managed to acquire the car, too, 
becoming the third keeper. It appears well looked-after, with the paint 
refreshed at some point and topped with nice hand-applied coachlines, but 
it's never been fully restored, so it's in that lovely 'just settling in' condition. 

A previous owner kept records of every journey from 1974-'80 and 
151,766 miles, and there are bills dating back to '74 - evidence of ongoing 
care. Most recently, a new exhaust and brake master cylinders were fitted 
by West Hoathly Garage, with the gearbox serviced and adjusted, too. 

It sits nicely and presents well. The paint is smart apart from a couple of 
tiny cracks around the bootlid, which is better than average, and the chrome 
is good, with just the lower sill finishers a little squashed and rippled. The 
tyres are recent Avon Turbosteels, with an older crossply on the spare. 

The hide is lightly creased, plus the headlining and veneers are excellent. 
There's an older, though probably not period, Blaupunkt, and the rear lights 
over the vanity mirrors still work - as does the clock, plus all four electric 
windows, which make stately progress in keeping with their station. 

The V8 motor is clean and tidy, with various replacement hoses and 
clips and no leaks on the tiled floor where the car had been standing. 
There's surface rust on the front subframe, but there's plenty of grease 
around the wishbone pivots. The oil is dark and over maximum, coolant 
newly orange and full in the top tank, plus the hydraulic fluids are clean. 

It starts easily, and is manageable even in tight Kensington streets. The 
auto behaves well, shifting fairly smoothly and holding the intermediates 
on command. Brakes are firm, with bite. Oil pressure is at the high end of 
normal, the temperature gauge slap central. It will come with a fresh MoT.

Irascible and a definite one-off, Geoffrey Goddard 
was among the most highly respected motorsport 
photographers of his - or any other - generation 



P erhaps we’ve all become so used 
to the excellent quality of motor- 
sport photographs today that we 
don’t have to think how they 
came about. Photography used to 
be a rather hit-and-miss activity 
that required much ‘bracketing’ 
of exposures, guessing focus while panning with 
a long lens, and a decent dose of good luck. As 
motorsport itself became more civilised and 
refined, so cameras and their accessories become 
more portable and accessible. 

Although I met him, I never actually saw that 
doyen of racing photography, Louis Kleman- 
taski, in action. But I often witnessed Geoff 
Goddard, usually in the most vulnerable places, 
leaning in to get the closest shots available. Born 
in 1929 near what is now Heathrow, Geoff 
wasn’t much of a student. But from a chance 
1 947 meeting with Klemantaski, he had a 3 5mm 
camera thrust into his hands and the die was cast 
as to what he would do for the rest of his life. 

Geoff’s father opened a travel agency and this 
prompted him to start a camera shop on the 
same premises. But his real joy was at the races, 
doing what he loved best. By 195 1, Geoff’s natu- 
rally good eye for composition - plus the 
preparation that put him in the right place at the 
right time - had brought his work to the atten- 
tion of Iota magazine. When that became Motor 
Racing , Geoff was made photographer in chief. 
Armed with the world’s best 35mm camera, the 
Leica, and a couple of screw-threaded lenses, he 
travelled around Europe and the British Isles 
making his presence felt at every race of note. 

He was somewhat obstinate, stubborn, offi- 
cious and opinionated. This seems to be par for 
the course with most of the cameramen and 
reporters that I met in period. Probably it’s the 
same today because to get on in motorsport you 
cannot take ‘no’ for an answer. There is a story 
about Geoff that, in 1 95 5, in the aftermath of the 
tragedy at Le Mans, he was so disgusted that a 
stand could still be selling food next to a make- 
shift mortuary that he vowed never to eat French 
cuisine again. Rather than break his vow, he trav- 
elled with British bread and fillings to produce 
his own sandwiches en route to France.

Alongside his own efforts, he was quick to 
realise how many glass and celluloid negatives 
were being lost to posterity through carelessness 
and ignorance. His collection of historical 
images is now well archived and available for 
study and use. I’m personally grateful to him for 
discovering the negatives of my 8C Alfa (page 
1 66) when it was fresh out of "louring in 1 93 2 . 

His own images are all but irreplaceable today, 
because access to get within feet of the action has 
gone for all time. I know from Laurie Morton, 
who was photographing for LAT back then, that 


both he and Maurice Rowe - and probably Nigel 
Snowdon - were all influenced by Geoff. And 
because his cues came from Klemantaski, the 
whole genre was very much a ‘family’ affair. 

I had a commission myself in 1 966, when I was 
supposed to be a rock ’n’ roll photographer, to 
take some pictures of Denny Hulme racing for 
Sid Taylor in his Lola T70 at the TT at Oulton 
Park. I felt like a complete idiot staggering about 
with a Hasselblad and monster 500mm lens 
when a tasty Leica or the new Nikon SLR would 
have been perfect. Good job I took up racing 
rather than trying to emulate Geoff. 

Perhaps the greatest accolades for Goddard’s 
images have come from those he captured on 
film - both Surtees and Moss much valued his 
work. Personally, I like the simplicity of his 
Targa shots. I know he and the gang had a great 
time in Sicily whenever they went down. 

Doing a job you totally love in an atmosphere 
of kindred spirits. Hmm. . . there’s a message for 
all of us in there, I think.
